JOURNAL OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION. 


NEw York, 
Wednesday, September 25, 1901. 


THis being the day appointed by the Constitution of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the 
meeting of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and 
laity assembled for divine service, at 10 o’clock in the morning, at 
the Church of Zion and St. Timothy, in the city of New York, the 
place appointed by the Bishop for the purpose. 


The Right Reverend the Bishop of the Diocese delivered his 
Annual Address, 


The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, assisted 
by the Rev. W. R. Thomas, D.D., Archdeacon of Orange ; the Rev. 
C. C. Tiffany, D.D., Archdeacon of New York; the Rev. A. T. 
Ashton, Archdeacon of Dutchess; the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., 
Rector of Trinity Church, New York; and the Rev. Henry Lubeck, 
D.D., Rector of the Church of Zion and St. Timothy, New York. 


The Bishop of the Diocese took the chair and called the Con- 
vention to order. 


The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy entitled to seats, 
when one hundred and fifty answered to their names and took 
their seats. 


The Secretary then called the names of the Lay Delegates whose 
certificates had been received, when delegates from eighty-five 
parishes appeared and took their seats. 


A constitutional quorum being present, the President declared 
the Convention organized for business. 
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On motion, the reading of the Rules of Order was dispensed 
with, and the President announced the election of Secretary and 
Treasurer as next in order. 


The Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., was nominated as Secretary 
by Judge Calvin. 


On motion, the ballot was dispensed with, and Dr. Harris was 
unanimously elected. 


Mr. James Pott was nominated as Treasurer by the Rev. EH. 
Atherton Lyon. 


On motion, the ballot was dispensed with, and Mr. James Pott 
was unanimously elected. 


In behalf of himself and others of the Convention the Bishop 
of New York presented to Mr. Pott a silver vase and, in an appro- 
priate address, expressed the thanks and congratulations of the 
Convention in view of Mr. Pott’s forty years of faithful and valued 
services as Treasurer. 


Mr. Pott expressed his grateful acknowledgments to the Bishop 
and to the Convention. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Dix, the Rules of Order were sus- 
pended, and the Secretary was instructed by a unanimous vote to 
cast the ballot for Mr. Francis Lynde Stetson as Lay Deputy to 
the General Convention. 'The Secretary having reported that he 
had cast the ballot accordingly, the President declared that Mr.

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On motion of the Rev. W. R. Thomas, D.D., the best wishes of 
the Convention were expressed to the Bishop of the Diocese in view 
of his approaching attendance upon the General Convention. 


On motion, the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot for 
Mr. Charles F. Roe, of the Church of the Holy Innocents, Highland 
Falls, to fill the vacancy in the Board of Trustees of the Aged and 
Infirm Clergy Fund, caused by the resignation of Mr. Anson 
Phelps Stokes, and he was declared to be duly elected. 


On motion of the Rev. F. B. Van Kleeck, D.D., it was voted 
that the Convention meet as the Board of Missions at 2 P.M. to- 
morrow. 


On motion, the Convention took a recess until 2 o’clock. 
The Convention reassembled at 2 o’clock. 


On motion of Mr. D. C. Calvin, the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., 
was elected President of the Convention in accordance with the 
provisions of Article V. of the Constitution. 


Mr. Everett P. Wheeler offered:the following resolutions, which 
were adopted : : 


Resolved, That so much of the address of the Bishop as relates to parish 
registers, to the clergy without charge, and to the time of holding the Annual 
Convention of the Diocese be referred to the Committee on Canons. 

Resolved, That so much of the address of the Bishop as relates to the 
preparation of a volume of sermons, set forth to be read in churches, be 
referred to a special committee of five, to be appointed by the Bishop, and to 
report at the next Annual Convention of the Diocese. 


The Rev. Dr. Dunnell offered the following amendments to 
Canon XIII., and on his motion they were referred to Committee on 
Canons : 


1. That the caption of Canon XIII. be changed to read ‘‘Of Vacant 
Parishes and Clerical Supplies.” 

2. That section 4 of that Canon shall be as follows: ‘‘ Any clergyman 
without cure resident in or visiting this Diocese and desiring to take temporary 
or occasional service therein shall signify to the Bishop his wish to officiate in 
this Diocese. A list of such clergymen as are eligible for such duty shall be 
_kept, and no rector nor parish shall employ the services of any clergyman 
without cure for more than one Sunday unless such. clergyman present a 
written license from the Bishop authorizing him to officiate. 


Src. 5.—Such official list shall be corrected and amended every three 
mouths, and shall contain the names of all persons authorized to take supply 
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‘duty, and twoof the Archdeacons shall act in turn, with the Bishop, as revisers 
of such list. 

Sec. 6.—Such list shall be furnished to any clergyman inquiring for it, 
and shall be kept standing ‘at the See House, and the name and address of 
an available supply shall be forwarded to any rector or parish desiring such 
supply, from among those who are thus registered. 


On motion of the Rev. P. Harrower, the Secretary was author- 
ized to transmit to Mrs. McKinley that part of the Bishop’s address 
referring to the death of the President, together with a copy of the 
service authorized for use on the day of the burial. 


The Rev. Lester Bradner, Ph.D., offered the following amend- 
ment to Canon XVIII., and on his motion it was referred to the 
Committee on Canons: 


_ Amend Canon XVIIL., sec. 3 (iv.), by adding after the words ‘‘ hereinafter 
described ” these words—*‘ which report shall be entered in full on the Journal 
of Convention.”

OF THE COMMITTEE ON PAROCHIAL INTRUSION. 


The Committee to whom the Convention of 1900 referred that portion of 
the Bishop’s address which related to parochial intrusion and the definition of 
parochial boundaries respectfully reports that it has considered the matter 
referred to it, and recommends the adoption of the Canon appended to this 
report to take the place of the present Canon XIV. and the repeal of the present

CANON XIV. 
Of Parishes and Mission Districts. 


Src. 1. The Bishop, with the advice and consent of the Standing Committee, 
shall determine, and from time to time may alter, the boundaries of the par- 
ishes and mission districts of this Diocese, and may constitute new parishes 
and mission districts, and may erect mission districts into parishes ; and his 
certificates of the determination or alteration of the boundaries of parishes or 
mission districts, of the constitution of new parishes or mission districts, and 
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of the erection of mission districts into parishes, countersigned by the Presi-. 
dent of the Standing Committee, shall be delivered to the Secretary of the Con- 

vention, who shall record the same in a book to be kept by him for the purpose, 

to be called the Diocesan Register of Parishes and Mission Districts, and shall 
furnish a copy thereof, in the case of a parish, to the Rector of the parish, who 

shall cause the same to be recorded in the Book of Minutes of the Vestry ; or 
in the case of a mission district maintained by the New York Protestant Epis- 

copal City Mission Society, to the Society, who shall cause the same to be 

recorded in their Book of Minutes ; and in case of any other mission district, 

to the Archdeacon within whose jurisdiction the district shall be situated, who 

shall cause such copy to be recorded in the Book of Minutes of his Arch- 

deaconry. 


Sec. 2. Where in any town within this Diocese there is but one parish or 
mission, the limits of the town shall constitute the boundaries of the parish 
or mission district, and shall be so certified by the Bishop, unless upon the 
application of the Rector and Vestry of the parish, or of the Archdeacon in 
charge of the mission district, the Bishop, with the advice and consent of the 
Standing Committee, shall otherwise determine. Such application shall be 
made to the Bishop on or before December 31, 1901. ‘The boundaries of a 
parish or mission district may include more than one town or parts of more 
than one town. 


Src. 8. Where in any town or borough there are more than one parish or 
mission, it shall be the duty of the incumbent of every parish and mission— 
that is to say, in the case of a parish, the duty of the Rector; and in the case of 
a mission maintained by the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission 
Society, the duty of the Superintendent of the Society ; and in the case of any 
other mission not maintained by a parish, the duty of the Archdeacon within 
whose jurisdiction the mission shall be situated—to frame a proposal for the 
boundaries of their respective parishes or mission districts, and on or before 
November 15, 1901, to invite the consent of the incumbents of all parishes and 
missions whose boundaries they shall judge to be affected by their proposals 
to the establishment of the boundaries so proposed. In cases where a mission 
or a chapel is maintained by a parish, the Rector shall include in his proposal, 
or in a separate proposal, the boundaries assigned to a separate district to be 
attached to such mission or chapel if such mission or chapel be not included 
within the parish boundaries assigned to the parish church. All] such incum- 
bents shall without delay signify to the incumbent from whom the proposals 
have been received their consent or their objections thereto in writing ; and 
in cases where preposed boundaries are objected to, it shall be the duty of the 
incumbents concerned to endeavor by mutual conference or otherwise to arrive 
at an agreement. 

On or before November 30, 1901, the incumbent of every parish or mission 
shall deliver to the Archdeacon within whose jurisdiction such parish or mis- 
sion is situated his proposal for the boundaries of his parish or mission dis- 
trict, with such consents as he shall have obtained and such objections as he 
shall have received. The Archdeacon shall thereupon compile a complete 
scheme of boundaries of all parishes and mission districts within his juris- 
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diction, and on or before December 31, 1901, shall report the same to the 
Bishop. Where the boundaries of a parish or a mission district have been con- 
sented to, the Archdeacon shall not alter them ; where they have not been 
consented to, and where he shall have received no proposal of boundaries 
from the incumbent of a parish or mission, he shall report such boundaries 
as he shall deem best for the interests of the several parishes and missions 
affected. He shall indicate in his report what boundaries have been con- 
sented to. 

The reports of the several Archdeacons shall remain open to inspection at 
the Diocesan House for one month before the Bishop shall take action on them, 
and within that time objections in writing may be filed to the boundaries of 
any parish or mission district as reported by the Archdeacon. If the bound- 
aries, or any of them, so reported by the Archdeacon shall be approved by the 
Bishop, he shall determine and certify them accordingly ; if any of the bound 
aries so reported shall not be approved by the Bishop, or if he approve them, 
but the Standing Committee shall not consent to his determination, the Arch- 
deacon shall communicate to the incumbent of the parish or mission such 
recommendations, if any, as may be made by the Bishop, and the incumbent 
shall immediately frame a new proposal of boundaries, and shall thereupon 
proceed as in the first instance, and within thirty days after receiving the 
Archdeacon’s communication shall deliver to him such new proposal with such 
consents as he shall have obtained and such objections as he shall have re- 
ceived. The Archdeacon shall deal with such proposal as in the first instance, 
and shall make his report to the Bishop as soon as practicable ; and his report 
shall remain open to inspection and objection as before, If the Bishop shall 
approve the boundaries so reported, he shall determine and certify them accord- 
ingly. If he shall not approve them, or if he approve them, but the Standing 
Committee shall not consent to his determination, he shall proceed, with the 
advice and consent of the Standing Committee, to determine the boundaries of 
the parish or mission district. A draft of his proposed determination shall be 
furnished to the Standing Committee, and by them shall be communicated by 
mail or otherwise, before they act upon it, to the incumbent of the parish 
or mission district in question, and to the incumbents of all contiguous par- 
ishes or mission districts, with not less than twenty days’ notice of a time and 
place appointed by the Bishop, at which the Bishop and the Standing Com- 
mittee sitting together will hear any person interested in such proposed 
determination. 


Sec. 4. If in any parish there be no Rector, or if the Rector be absent or 
unable to act, the powers and duties of the Rector under this Canon shall 
devolve upon the Vestry, who may appoint one of their number, or any Vicar 
or Curate of the parish, to represent them in that behalf at any meetings or 
hearings at which the Rector would be entitled to be present, and to do any 
act which the Rector might do. 


Sec. 5. If in any Archdeaconry there be no Archdeacon, the Bishop shall 
issue his commission to any clergyman resident within the Archdeaconry, who 
shall act in the matter with all the authority that the Archdeacon would 
have. 
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Src. 6. Wherever a chapel or a mission is maintained by a parish, if it be 
included within the parish boundaries assigned to the parish church, no separate 
district shall be assigned to it; but if it be not included within the parish 
boundaries assigned to the parish church, a separate district shall be assigned 
to it, and the boundaries thereof shal] be determined in the manner provided 
by this Canon ; and, when so determined, the territory included within such 
boundaries shall constitute part of the parish. 


Src. 7. When the boundaries of a parish or of a mission district shall have 
been determined by the Bishop, with the advice and consent of the Standing 
Committee, the territory so bounded shall, in the case of a parish, constitute 
the parish or cure of the Rector thereof, and in the case of a mission district, 
of a chapel or mission maintained by the New York Protestant Episcopal City 
Mission Society, shall constitute the parochial cure of the Superintendent for 
the time being of that Society, and in all other cases shall constitute the 
parochial cure of the Archdeacon within whose jurisdiction the chapel or mis- 
sion is situated ; and such Rector, Superintendent, or Archdeacon, as the case 
may be, shall be deemed the incumbent of such parish or mission, 


Sec, 8. No clergyman shall officiate publicly in this Diocese within the 
parish or parochial cure of any other clergyman either by celebrating the Sacra- 
ments, reading Prayers, preaching, or otherwise, unless he have been thereto 
invited or have received express permission for that purpose from the Minister 
of the parish or cure ; or, in his absence, from the Vestry, or a majority of the 
members of the Vestry. 


Sec. 9. Save as otherwise in this Canon provided, the boundaries of a 
parish or mission district shall not be altered, and the boundaries of a new . 
parish or mission district shall not be determined, so as to include any part 
of the territory of a parish, without the consent of the Rector of the parish, 
with the advice and consent of the Vestry. A new parish shall not be con- 
stituted, and a mission district shall not be erected into a parish, until the pro- 
ceedings required by the law of the State for the incorporation of a church or 
parish shall have been taken and a copy of such proceedings delivered to the 
Bishop.’ A new parish or a new mission district may be constituted by the 
Bishop, with the advice and consent of the Standing Committee, in any town or 
borough in which no parish or mission district shall previously have been con- - 
stituted. In any other town or borough a new parish or a new mission dis- 
trict may be so constituted upon the consent of the incumbents of all the 
parishes or missions, any part of whose territory is proposed to be included in 
such new parish or new mission district, and of the three parishes or missions 
whose churches or chapels are nearest to the site of the proposed church, 
chapel, or other place of public worship, with the advice and consent of the 
Vestries of such parishes. If any of such incumbents shall not so consent, the 
Standing Committee may, nevertheless, consent to the constitution of such 
new parish or new mission district by the Bishop, provided a copy of the 
Bishop’s proposed determination shall be communicated by the Standing 
Committee by mail or otherwise, before they act upon it, to the incumbent 
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of any parish or mission concerned who shall not have consented, and to 
the applicants, with not less than twenty days’ notice of the time and place 
at which the Standing Committee will hear any parish interested in such 
determination. 


Sec. 10. In any town or borough in which a parish or a mission district 
shall have been constituted, a new place of worship (unless upon the site of a 
former one) shall not be established, nor shall a new congregation be gathered, 
nor shall a congregation remove from one site or place of worship to another 
site or place of worship unless and until the Bishop, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Standing Committee, shall have issued his license therefor; pro- 
vided the Standing Committee shall communicate a copy of the Bishop’s 
proposed license by mail or otherwise, before they act upon it, to the incumbent 
of the parish or mission district within which it is intended to establish such 
new place of worship or to remove such congregation, and to the incumbents 
of the three parishes or mission districts nearest to the site of the proposed 
church, chapel, or other place of public worship, and to the applicant for such 
license, with not less than twenty days notice of the time and place at which 
the Standing Committee wiil hear any person interested in the matter. 


Src. 11. Tentative missionary work, authorized by the Bishop and the 
Executive Committee of the Archdeaconry in which it is proposed to prosecute 
such work, may be prosecuted at any place they may designate, after confer- 
ence with the incumbents of the three parishes or mission districts whose places 
of worship are nearest to the proposed site ; but such work shall not be con- 
tinued more than one year, nor shall any building for such work be erected 
urless and until the Bishop shall have issued his license for the establishment 
of a new place of public worship, or shall have constituted a new mission dis- 
trict or a new parish, for the continuance of such work. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Peters the following resolution was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the Canon proposed by the Committee on Parochial Intrusion 
and the definition of parochial boundaries to take the place of the present 


Canon XIV. be referred to the Committee on Canons, with instructions to 
report as early as practicable to this Convention. 


The Rev. Pascal Harrower reported, in behalf of the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Parishes, that application 
for admission into union with the Convention had been received 
from St. Paul’s Church, Chester, and that the papers were in due 
order; and recommended that said parish be admitted into union 
with the Convention. 


On motion, the recommendation was adopted.

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ESTATE AND PROPERTY OF THE 
DIOCESAN CONVENTION OF NEW YORK, FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 23, 1901. 


The following is a list of the various Trusts : 

Diocesan House, 29 Lafayette Place, and an Endowment Fund of $50,- 
000.00, the income of which is to be expended for its support and maintenance. 
The real estate is leased to the Bishop and the entire income paid to him. 

Land, Church Building, Rectory, Parish House, and School House at 
HKighty-ninth Street and Madison Avenue, leased to the Church of the Beloved 
Disciple. Endowment Fund and securities of the par value of $186,473.92, 
the income of which is to be applied to the maintenance and preservation of 
the church and its work, but no income shall be expended for alterations to 
the church or for a Mission Church. 

Land, Burial Plot, and Glebe Plot, with Church Building, Parish House, 
and Rectory, near Scarborough, Westchester County, leased to St. Mary’s 
Church, Beechwood. Endowment Fund of $9,206.82 ; the income to be ex- 
peuded for repairs and conducting services in the church. 

Land and Church Buildings at Cruger’s, Westchester County, occupied by 
the Church of the Divine Love. 

Land, Church Buildings, and Rectory, at Verplanck’s, Westchester County, 
occupied by St. Barnabas’ Church. 

Land and Church Buildings at Rosendale, Ulster County, occupied by All 
Saints’ Church. 

Land and Church Buildings at Yonkers, occupied by Christ Church. A 
large addition to the property held under this Trust has been made during the 
past year. Buildings have been erected and land conveyed. | 

Land and Church Building at Tuxedo Park, occupied by St. Mary’s 
Church. An exchange? of propertyZwith the Tuxedo Park Association has 
been made by which the shape of the plot is much improved. 

Land at Ellenville, Ulster County, with Church Building and Rectory, 
leased to St. John’s Memorial Church. 

Land and Church Building at Newburgh, leased to the Church of the 
Good Shepherd. 

Endowment Fund of $5,500; the income to be paid semi-annually to the 
Pastor, Rector, or other head of St. Matthew’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in the town of Bedford, Westchester County, in addition to his regular salary.

Report 


OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY FOR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 15, 1901. 


It can well be understood that this Church Mission, after seventy years of 
growth and service, has now reached too wide a scale of usefulness for a year’s 
record to be made within the limits of a brief statement. At a later date it 
will be our privilege to publish a pamphlet containing descriptive details. It 
will include reports from clergymen and others who have been on duty at the 
Chapels, Mission Houses, and public institutions of our field of labor. Copies 
will be distributed in such churches as favor the Society with an opportunity to 
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make its annual appeal, and other copies will be obtainable on application at 
38 Bleecker Street. 

The Treasurer’s books show that the sources of the Society’s income have 
been as follows :

Of the candidates confirmed, seventy-one were presented at the Chapel of 
the Messiah ; eighteen at the Chapel of San Salvatore ; eleven at St. Ambrose 
Church, and eighteen at the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, Almshouse, Black- 
well’s Island. 

The usual varied Mission work has been continued, with many tokens of 
encouragement, at the City Mission’s seven chapels: viz., at the Chapels of the 
Messiah, St. Barnabas’, God’s Providence, St. Ambrose’s, San Salvatore’s, the 
Good Shepherd, connected with the Almshouse, and at the Chapel of Christ the 
Consoler, connected with Bellevue Hospital. 

On Sundays, at St. Ambrose’s Church, the morning service in German at 
nine o’clock, and the later Morning and Evening Services in English have been 
continued, and we have had there also, during a greater part of the year, an 
early Communion and an Afternoon Service in Italian. An earnest and faith- 
ful work has been done in connection with the last-named services by a com- 
petent and sympathetic clergyman, born in Italy of Scotch parentage, and 
ordained in the American Church; and, although the numerical results have 
not been so large as the outlook over the Italian colony in the neighborhood 
seemed at first to promise, we ought not, perhaps, to be surprised in view of the 
fact that the English and German services, under separate pastors, have had 
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the choice of hours, and that most of the Italian families near by, as we have 
found, are Roman Catholic. 

As the new Church of San Salvatore is soon to be built in Broome Street, 
near Elizabeth—the plans of Messrs. Hoppin & Koen, architects, having been 
accepted—it is believed that the work among Italians so long and so success- 
fully carried on by the late Mr. Pace, and continued after his death, will 
become more than ever strong and useful. The new edifice, to cost not to exceed 
$30,000, and the new Parish House in Elizabeth Street, adjoining the rear of 
the church site, will be near the homes of a majority of the present Italian con- 
gregation, and of its Men’s Club and Labor Bureau, and will be fairly convenient 
to others of the East or West Side, including the Italian colony in the neigh- 
borhood of St. Ambrose’s Church. In this connection we gratefully acknowledge 
our indebtedness to the Ladies’ Aid Association. The President, Mrs. George 
S. Bowdoin, and her associates have been a tower of sympathy and practical 
help to this work among sons and daughters of Italy who have settled in 
New York. 

At God’s Providence Mission and at St. Barnabas’ House the past year has left 
a gratifying record of children cared for in the Day Nursery or taught in the 
Kindergarten or other schools, of penniless women and children provided with 
a temporary home, and of employment found for the unemployed. Both these 
Mission Houses have the good fortune to be under the direction of a Deaconess 
and of an Advisory Board of ladies of excellent qualifications for their respon- 
sible duties. They regret, as we all regret, that St. Barnabas’ House is not 
larger than it is, because it now sometimes happens that it is too full of bene- 
ficiaries to admit others who are seeking such a shelter, but it is a comfort to 
know that under the roof of this refuge the utmost is being done that can be 
done to make a good use of all its resources for the benefit of as many as pos- 
sible of the forlorn and needy ones for whom it is maintained. 

A clothing bureau, under the direction of Miss Julia Lathers, was estab- 
lished last winter at No. 309 Mott Street, in the rear of St. Barnabas’ House, and 
we commend it to the kind consideration of Church people outside as well as 
within the city. Many of the articles of second-hand clothing received at the 
Bureau were given away to persons of extreme poverty, but others were sold for 
very small sums to poor persons who could afford to make such payments out of 
their meagre wages, and the proceeds, amounting to $258.08, were applied toward 
the temporary care of homeless children. The Special Funds generously contrib- 
uted for Thanksgiving Day, Christmas, and Easter Festivals, for Fresh Air bene- 
ficiaries, and in aid of discharged prisoners in search of work, the amounts 
being specified in the foregoing financial statement, have been most timely and 
of wide and beneficent use. 

During the summer 250 children, in ‘parties of 25 at a time, for a two 
weeks’ sojourn, have been sent to the Rethmore Home, Tenafly, generously sup- 
ported by Mr. and Mrs, J. Hull Browning, and 250 beneficiaries, mostly girls 
in delicate health, have enjoyed the invigorating air at North Mountain Home, 
near Haines’ Falls, for a week and a half, or for a longer period. The rent of 
this Home was entirely paid for last year, and also this season, out of the pro- 
ceeds of entertainments given by cottagers and hotel guests in the neighborhood, 
who have become warmly interested in this charity, and we have been favored 
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also by a large reduction of rates of transportation kindly made by the railroad 
companies. Two hundred children spent two weeks on Life Farm, on the invi- 
tation of the proprietors. The choir boys of St. Ambrose’s Church had a two 
weeks’ rest at Priory Farm, and those of the Church of San Salvatore enjoyed a 
like outing at the Pro-Cathedral Fresh Air Home at Tomkins Cove. Six thousand 
nine hundred beneficiaries have been sent on steamboat and barge excursions 
to groves on the Sound, and plans for smaller excursions have from time to time 
been carried into effect. 

Our Reading Rooms at No. 38 Bleecker Street, God’s Providence Mission, 
and at No. 625 West Forty-second Street—the rent of the latter being paid for 
by a young lady of an uptown parish—have been kept open on weekday even- 
ings, and have been well attended. 

Our Missionaries have done good service as teachers and pastors at all the 
institutions on Blackwell’s Island, Ward’s Island, Randall’s Island, and Hart’s 
Island, at such hospitals in the city as are under the direction of the Depart- 
ment of Public Charities, at Convalescent and other Homes for the poor, and at 
the several prisons. We are glad to report, also, that we have recently arranged 
for similar ministrations at the Smallpox Hospital on North Brother Island. 
On Blackweil’s Island our clerical staff has been much aided by St. Elizabeth’s 
Guild, and on Randall’s Island by a number of Sunday-school Teachers from 
Grace-Emmanuel Church. 

We all have good reason to say that we are citizens of no mean city, but 
we know it is a city of great contrasts. It is a city of churches and schools, and 
good homes and rich commerce, and large achievement in all that is best in 
human progress; but it is also a city in which the complete reverse of all this 
is found in proportions of startling magnitude. On this side of Hast River 
many hundreds of thousands of the city’s inhabitants live in houses of which a 
great number are not only unfit for human habitation, but in which the tenants 
are environed by moral conditions still more deplorable. While it is true that 
in these densely populated neighborhoods, notwithstanding the continual inflow 
of some of the worst elements of immigration, the graces of goodness and industry 
abound as truly as they abound anywhere, it is a lamentable fact that irre- 
ligion, gross ignorance, and vicious idleness are also widespread, and that they 
are helping from day to day to swell the multitudes that drift into our asylums 
and workhouses and prisons. 

To carry the Gospel of light and inspiration to souls that are in danger of 
this downward drift, and to those also that have yielded to it until they are 
stranded on the beach of public charity, or swept into the law’s strongholds, is 
the City Mission’s earnest and active aim. The men and women and children 
to whom it ministers from day to day are beyond the picket lines of the good 
soldiers of the Cross who belong to parochial or other organizations. They are 
churchless congregations of Christ's poor, who, for the most part, know nothing 
of the Church until the City Mission gathers them into its Chapels. They are 
homeless and friendless ones, who find in the City Mission a shelter that shields 
them for a time from misfortune’s storms, and prepares them with fresh hope 
and strength to renew their toilsome journey. They are lonely sufferers or 
wretched outcasts, who have learned nothing of religion, or have forgotten its 
meaning, until its message sounds for the first time in their ears or wakes 
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hidden chords in their hearts in some asylum, ward, or prison cell. And so we 
remind Church people again that there are in this city multitudes of families in 
deep poverty, of patients in charity hospitals, of infirm men and women in 
asylums, of boys and girls in the Reformatory, of witnesses under lock and key 
in the House of Detention, of accused persons awaiting trial, of prisoners serv- 
ing their sentence in the workhouse or penitentiary, and of lawless spirits in 
storm centres of ignorance and desperation, who are as sheep having no shepherd 
but such as the City Mission sends to them. And we ask the clergy and laity 
again for their prayers and for such a measure of their practical sympathy and 
bounty as shall more and more prosper the Church’s work in this large Mission 


field.

The Rev. Archibald R. Mansfield presented the following 
report : 


Report 


OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
FOR SEAMEN IN THE CITY AND PORT OF NEW YORK. 


In making our report this year, we, the Board of Managers, have a keen 
sense of the responsibility resting.upon us to vigorously extend the Mission’s 
work at the present time. It is true that the attendance at our services has 
been large—over twenty thousand ; that over one hundred and forty-eight 
thousand visits have been made to our reading rooms; that favorable cir- 
cumstances have enabled us to make our plant more efficient in each branch 
by enlarging and putting our buildings in better condition, and, what is pos- 
sibly still more important, that we have succeeded in protecting the sailor more 
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than ever before. But all this falls far short of what we want to do and should 
do. Is it reasonable for a community to suppose that it can accomplish much 
toward making religion acceptable to the sailor if it harbors within its borders 
a horde of harpies constantly preying on him? Only a few years ago a careful 
estimate was made of the amount of what the sailors in this port were robbed 
of in one year—and what was it ? Not less than half a million dollars. The 
enormity of the situation aroused the sailors’ friends. Our Society took a 
prominent part not only in securing new legislation, but in energetically en- 
deavoring to have the existing laws on the statute books enforced; and during 
the past year these efforts have been crowned with more satisfactory results 
than we could reasonably have hoped for. 

The Seamen’s Branch of the Legal Aid Society, to aid which this Society 
makes annual contributions, reports action each month on an average of three 
hundred and fifty (350) applications for legal aid. The same may be said of 
our special police officer, who in a single day handled over fourteen hundred 
dollars ($1,400) of seamen’s wages thus saved from robbery, and mostly for- 
warded to dependent relatives through money orders, officers, and otherwise. 
The exaction of unlawful commissions or ‘‘ blood money” by shipping agents 
—hitherto a prevalent mode of robbery—has also received attention, and one 
offender was fined one hundred dollars ($100), while others pleaded guilty and 
escaped with lighter penalties. In hundreds of cases arrears of wages and 
clothing, unlawfully withheld, have been recovered. It is a matter of con- 
gratulation that the Secretary of the Treasury and the Commissioner of Navi- 
gation at Washington received the representative of our Board with great 
courtesy and consideration, and embodied in the new regulations of the 
Department his suggestions for the prevention of criminal enticements to 
seamen prior to dockage or anchorage of vessels. Under the new law approved 
March 31, 1900, and the regulations of the Treasury Department, which 
became effective July 23, 1900, four ‘‘ runners ”’ have been brought to trial and 
punished by the U. 8. Courts in this city. Cruelty at sea has been further 
discouraged, and stigmatized by six months’ imprisonment of a cruel officer. 

C. H. Abbott, Assistant Counsel of the Legal Aid Society, Seamen’s 
Branch, reports that from March, 1899, to December 1, 1900, 5,778 seamen 
applied for legal aid: 1,916 for arrears of wages, 447 for personal property, 
chiefly clothing unlawfully confiscated ; 156 made criminal complaints, 87 men 
were sent to home ports, 69 to hospitals, 69 complained of illegal shipping feés 
(blood money), 64 of illegal advances, 87 were discharged from ships, 63 applied 
for prize money, 79 obtained citizen’s papers, 16 complained against ‘‘ runners,” 
46 of assault and battery, and there were nearly all classes of cases possible for 
seamen to have. The ‘‘ Branch for Seamen” collected $19,625.94 in money 
and $9,975 in value for personal property, being a total of $29,600.94 for 
seamen. 

J. W. Abbott, our Special Police Officer (No. 131), reports that from 
January 8 to December 1, 1900, his duty has been to protect and aid seamen in 
and about the foreign consulates and shipping offices and in inspecting sailor 
boarding-houses in New York, Brooklyn, Jersey City, and Hoboken, and in 
boarding ships in the harbor and at the piers. He has scrutinized the paying 
off and ‘‘ signing on ” of shipping articles of over 17,090 seamen, and aided in

the arrest of twenty-two offenders against seamen on various complaints, 
delivered thirty-six summonses, obtained clothing or dunnage for 226 sailors, 
sent home for seamen and held temporarily for them, $2,404.25; obtained 
naturalization papers for 39 seamen who wished to enter the navy, and inves- 
tigated nearly one hundred sailor boarding-houses. In this work he became 
acquainted with all the boarding-house masters, runners, shipping masters, or 
‘*crimps,” and all other solicitors of seamen in the port of New York, and 
closely watched them, having worked on an average nine hours a day. 

The whole field of protecting the sailor is a vast one, and to work it 
properly will demand generous money support and untiring effort. 

The school for navigation and applied seamanship has opened for the 
season at No. 34 Pike Street, but the outlook is not as hopeful as we expected. 
It should be a great aid to young seamen, and to young men who intend to 
become sailors, such instruction tending to diminish inefficiency and cruelty 
and to improve the service. : 

Death has taken from us one of our clerical Vice-Presidents, the much 
respected and beloved Rector of St. Thomas’ Church, the Rev. Dr. John W. 
Brown. 

During the year we have received legacies : 

From the estates of Cornelius Vanderbilt, Alexander M. Proudfit, and 
Carolin E. Hollister. 

It is to be regretted that our Society is not more frequently remembered 
when generous testators are seeking to make provision in their wills for a wise 
disposition of their money. If they would give but a moment’s reflection to 
the fact that from the Battery to Tenth Street on the North River side we have 
but one station, and from there up to the northernmost point of the island none 
at all, while on the East River side our equipment is about equally inadequate— 
it would seem as though they would be convinced of the pressing need for more 
means wherewith to do this important work. 

Great prosperity has come to our country. Will any one deny that our 
enormous trade with nations across the waters has had much to do with this ? 
And has not the seaman performed an important part in bringing this about ? 
Shall we now neglect him or shall we make some practical recognition of his 
services, by protecting him and making life in this city a blessing instead of a 
curse to him?

The Rev. Dr. Cole presented the following report : 


Report 


OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE TO THE CONVENTION OF THE 
DIOCESE OF NEW YORK, SEPTEMBER, 1901. 


During the past year the work of reorganizing and extending the curri- 
culum of the College has progressed steadily and as rapidly as circumstances 
would permit. Asa result we are now offering 99 separate courses, aggregating 
277 hours of work per week for a term, as compared with 59 courses, aggregat- 
ing 178 hours, advertised in the Catalogue of 1898-99. The character of the 
work in the various departments has been made distinctly more mature, and 
part of each of the last three years of the course has been made elective. 

Dr. John C. Robertson, whose work last year was carried on with singular 
efficiency by Dr. Herbert B. Foster, has resumed his duties as Professor of 
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Greek. The Rev. Thomas H. Yardley, M.A., has been appointed Professor of 
English and History, and has already begun a vigorous reorganization of that 
department. 

In accordance with the plan set forth at the beginning of the present ad- 
ministration, we have now entirely discontinued the preparatory department. 
As this department constituted two years ago forty per cent. of the total enroll- 
ment of the institution, we have not been able—nor did we hope—to make this 
rapid elimination of pre-college work without a slight reduction this year in 
the total number of students. However, the number of men taking distinctly 
college work has increased in two years about sixty per cent. Fourteen men 
who will be thoroughly prepared for the freshman class have already definitely 
applied for admission in September, 1902. 

But these are mere details. The real crux of our‘problem at the present 
time lies in the relation of the College to the Diocese. Hach year, as you know, 
the Warden of St. Stephen’s College presents a report to the Convention of the 
Diocese of New York ; the Diocese is represented on the Board of Trustees of 
the College by its Bishop and two of the members of the Standing Com- 
mittee, and the Warden, personally, would welcome any further representa- 
tion on the Board that the Diocese may desire. But, as there should be no 
taxation without representation, so there should be no representation without 
taxation of some kind. The Diocese has a weighty responsibility toward 
the College, which it cannot with justice ignore. We now feél that, with 
the work we are actually accomplishing, we have the right to insist upon 
the fulfilment of that responsibility. We would gladly welcome a thorough 
and intelligent investigation into the quality of the distinctly college work 
that we are now doing, and are willing to stand or fall before the Conven- 
tion on the outcome of that examination. The Diocese of New York, has 
now the opportunity to say clearly and definitely whether it wants to have 
and maintain a thoroughly efficient Church College, whose baccalaureate degree 
shall represent all that the best degrees of that grade imply. I urge you, my 
brethren, throw aside indifference and apathy, and act promptly and vigorously 
in this matter, which, I am convinced, means much to the Church. 

If we, at St. Stephen’s College, are to meet the needs of our expanding life 
efficiently, we must have very soon an addition to our general endowment of a 
quarter of a million dollars. In particular, we need immediately $50,000 to 
establish a Chair of Science, and two professors’ cottages to cost about $3,500 
each. We have done and are doing our part. Will the Diocese of New York 
give us the equipment we shall soon be obliged to have, or must we ask the 
members of other dioceses to do our work for us ?

Meport 
OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL COMMISSION. 


The report submitted to the Convention a year ago, called attention to the 
purpose for which the Commission was originally appointed, namely, to investi- 
gate the present condition of the Sunday-school, with a view to determining its 
fitness for the work of the religious education of the young, and to make such 
effort as should be possible to raise its standard, and improve its method and 
curriculum of study. The work of the past year was laid out with this end in 
view. 

1. Following upon the Course of Lectures which had been delivered in St. 
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Bartholomew’s Church in the autumn of 1899, the Commission arranged for a 
series of ‘I'raining Classes to be held at different centres in the City of New York. 
These classes were conducted by trained and experienced educators, such as 
Dr. Walter L. Hervey, Examiner of the New York Board of Education ; Prof. 
John F, Reigart, and Mr. F. A. Manney, of the Ethical Culture Schools ; 
Prof. Franklin T. Baker, of Columbia University ; Prof. George A. Hubbell, 
of the Erasmus Hall High School, Brooklyn ; and Miss Emma G, Sebring, of 
St. Agatha’s School, New York. These classes were remarkably successful, 
with an attendance of some 350 teachers, and many of these took, voluntarily, 
examinations upon the courses attended by them. This is the first time in the 
history of Sunday-schools, in this city at least, that such a series of Training 
Classes has ever been organized and conducted. Only those who are familiar 
with the whole subject of Sunday-school work, will appreciate the significance 
of this simple fact. It has already done much to call attention to the impor- 
tance of introducing into the field of education the principles and methods of 
the art of teaching. If nothing more had been done by this Commission, it 
would be much to have accomplished even this result. 

2. From all that can be learned there does not seem to have been any 
special effort on the part of parishes outside of the city to undertake the work 
of teacher-training. Reading Course No. 1, on the ‘‘ Principles of Religious 
Education,” was provided for classes under the direction of the Rector or some 
public school teacher whose professional training might be brought into requisi- 
tion for the benefit of the Church. The Commission feels very keenly the 
natural difficulties in the way of such an effort. Yet in some instances Rectors 
have tried to do this, and the result has fully justified the undertaking. The 
simple fact is, that no school can be lifted to the higher educational standard 
unless some definite effort is made. It will cost trouble, but the trouble will in 
the end pay a rich dividend. If the full list of books in Reading Course No. 1 
is too heavy for any school, a selection can be made. The great point is to 
recognize the importance of improving the teacher, for the teacher determines 
the level and quality of the school. Let the Pastor become the teacher of his 
teachers. Let him believe, and make his teachers believe, that their vocation 
ranks next to his own, and he will tind that his own high ideal has won its way 
into the hearts of his people, and his school will become a new and living 
reality. ; 

3. THE CRYPT CONFERENCE. This year’s conference was held under the 
direction and call of the Bishop on Monday, the 20th of May.

Sunday-school Hxhibit. 

During the day of the Conference there was a Special Exhibit of Sunday- 
school supplies, lessons, books, maps, forms, etc., in the Cathedral House, and 
permanently thereafter at the Office of the Commission, 29 Lafayette Place. 


The dominant note of this Conference was educational. Preceding the 
Conference a series of questions was sent to every Rector in the Diocese, which 
aimed at getting as far as possible a definite statement of actual conditions 
existing in his own Sunday-school. Based upon these answers, the report was 
made as noted in the above list of subjects. This report, together with the 
other papers, has been printed, in response to very urgent requests, by Long- 
mans, Green & Co. (Boards, 116 pages. Net, 60 cents.) 

One feature of the Conference was the profound emphasis it placed on 
the educational relation of the Pastor to the child, together with the necessity 
of a higher grade of teacher, and an improved curriculum or course of study, 
properly graded and edited. 

It was in response to the impressive words of the Bishop of the Diocese, 
that a resolution was introduced memorializing the General Convention, at its 
approaching meeting in San Francisco, to consider the importance of special 
preparation and training for the work of the religious education of the young, 
and that to this end the Convention should urge the establishment, in all 
institutions for theological learning, of thorough, practical training in the 
Principles of Religious Pedagogics. 

This resolution was signed by over 500 names, and the Commission has 
Leake special committee, of which the Rev. David H. Greer, D.D., is 
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chairman, to lay this memorial before the General Convention. The other 
members of the committee are the Rev. Drs. Henry Mottet and W. 5S. Rains- 
ford, Drs. Nicholas Murray Butler and Walter L. Hervey. In connection with 
this, it is especially gratifying to state that the Joint Diocesan Committee on 
Sunday-school Lessons, at its meeting held in this city early last summer, 
passed a similar resolution ; and further, that the New York State Sunday- 
school Association, representing all denominations, at its Annual Convention 
in Binghamton last June unanimously indorsed a resolution to the same effect, 
to be laid before their respective Churches and Theological Schools. 

4, Renigious EHpucation TRAINING Scaoou. Reference has been made to 
the success attending the Teachers’ Training Classes last winter, and the ques- 
tion arises, Does the Training Class indicate the need of larger and more per- 
manent effort ? The Commission believes that it does, and a resolution to this 
effect was passed at the Crypt Conference. Let us call attention just here to 
the fact that at the time when the Commission was originally appointed the 
hope was cherished that in the course of time the Sunday-school must take its 
place among recognized educational institutions, It was even hoped that such 
dignity and earnestness of purpose would be given it that there could be utilized 
for the improvement of religious education the highly trained teachers of 
Columbia University and the Teachers College. The Training Classes were 
organized as a step toward some better and more permanent scheme. That 
scheme is not yet realized. The Training Classes we have. The Training 
School is yet to come. But let it be clearly understood that such a school has 
been, from the very first, in the mind of the Commission. 

Let us note the progress of this whole movement. The Lectures given in 
the Christian Knowledge Course two years ago were published. They met with 
a large sale, not only in this country, but in England, New Zealand, Australia, 
and Canada, and the fourth edition is nowin press. Last year’s Convention 
Report, together with the twelve Reading Course Circulars, have been even 
more widely distributed. . 

The one characteristic note of this movement has been that the Sunday- 
school is a school, to be dealt with and developed as an institution for religious 
education. It is therefore deserving of our largest interest and utmost effort 
to make it a school worthy of our Christian faith. This cannot be done unless 
we bring to its aid the highest educational skill and enthusiasm. The result of 
the work so far accomplished has been to draw to us the sympathy and interest 
of educators. and Christians of other communions have felt the force of the 
position taken by the Commission. Now, how far can we go towards realizing 
our ideal Training School for this Diocese and city ? 

Given a proper endowment fund, and we could establish in this Diocese, 
in connection with the Cathedral system, a Training School whose work would 
be of incalculable benefit. It would not only revolutionize the character of our 
city schools, but every parish in the Diocese would feel the inspiration and 
benefit of it. It would take its place beside the Theological Seminary and prove 
an invaluable adjunct to the work of that institution. Such a Training School, 
connected with the Cathedral system, is eminently practical. It would simply 
be the organizing at one central point of the scattered work of the Training 
Glasses already started. We have in this Diocese and city the most favorable 
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conditions for such an enterprise, and the Commission most earnestly asks that 
the members of this Convention will give to this subject their most thoughtful 
consideration. We shall not as a Church be worthy of our trust unless we 
bring to this work of religious education the largest wisdom and most serious 
effort of which we are capable. Until this larger and more permanent school 
can be established, what shall be done ? We propose to go on this coming year 
with our Training Classes. Circulars of these classes will be issued this week. 
The following arrangement has been made:

Prices for the above courses are: $3.00 for the twenty-hour lesson courses; 
$2.00 for the ten-hour courses, and $1.50 for the six-hour courses. The Com- 
mission reserves the right to withdraw any course if the number of entries for 
the class be not sufficient to meet the minimum stipend of the Lecturer. 

As a result of the interest awakened in this work of the Training Class, 
it is gratifying to state that other classes, outside our own Church, have been 
arranged for the coming season. Some of the subjects selected for these classes 
ure of common educational value, and the Commission has been asked to 
codperate with these so far as to make use of such lectures and subjects as are 
of mutual interest to all Christian workers and teachers. It is indeed a most 
grateful fact to record this deepening interest among all Christian churches in 
so great a subject. Let us be thankful in that our own Church and Diocese has 
been able to forward such an educational advance. 

5. The Commission seeks to be of the utmost possible help to those engaged 
in the practical work of the Sunday-school. 

(1) Tae SuNnDAyY-scHooL Exuisit. This was prepared for the Crypt Con- 
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ference by the Rev. Dr. Lester Bradner, Jr., one of the Commission. It is now 
permanently placed at the See House. It will be found most suggestive, with 
its maps and charts and the large variety of helpful devices and aids for the 
school, and its Reference Library of over 400 volumes. 

This whole collection. numbering nearly 4,000 separate articles of exhibit 
(and it is constantly growing), represents the publications of a large number of 
houses specially interested in furnishing educational supplies. The Young 
Churchman Co. are to place their various publications on sale with the Com- 
mission, and every Church publisher in the country has donated a free set of 
samples of their supplies for permanent exhibit. 

(2) Orders have been placed with the Secretary of the Commission in many 
cases, and the work of the office and its correspondence has constantly in- 
creased. Wenecd not set this out in detail, but when we remember that the 
Commission has been brought into correspondence with Sunday-school workers 
in every part of the English-speaking world, it must be acknowledged that the 
scope and influence of our work is no longer limited to our own Diocese. 

(3) There will be issued in a few days, from the press of Edwin 8. Gorham, 
a text-book on ‘‘ The Character and Teachings of Jesus Christ.” Itis put forth 
by the Commission for the use of pupils from thirteen to sixteen years of age. 
The aim has been to produce a text-book of the best possible character, adapted 
to acertain grade. It is hoped that it will be found a partial answer, at least, 
to the demand for lessons. The book is divided into chapters, and great pains 
have been taken to make its questions and the general analysis of the subject- 
matter thoroughly educational. It is intended to follow this with other manuals 
adapted to the various grades of our pupils. 

6. The Commission cannot report such results as it would wish, regarding 
work outside the city. An Institute was held last spring in Newburgh, for the 
Archdeaconry of Orange, and as a result of this there will be established in that 
city, it is believed, during the coming season, a Teachers’ Training Class. A 
committee was appointed having this matter in charge. The Commission asks 
that in each Archdeaconry a special committee be appointed at the earliest 
opportunity to codperate with it in making the coming year more satisfactory 
than the last. , 

7. FINANCIAL Support. Last vear the Convention voted an appropriation 
ef $509. This sum has proved inadequate, and the Commission earnestly hopes 
that the Convention will see its way to enlarging this appropriation to at least 
$1,000. Are we justified in this request ? We think so, for the following 
reasons:: / 

(1) The Secretary’s work demands so large an outlay of time and effort 
‘that it must be a salaried position. 

(2) lhe office is so much visited by Clergy and Sunday-school workers from 
all parts of the country, in search of information and assistance, that some one 
must be constantly.on hand. 

(8) It is further necessary for us to have the services of an office clerk. 
Many calls come during the afternoon when the Secretary is otherwise engaged 
in his own parish work. 

(4) Frequently, orders have come to us for school supplies, which, while 
they necessitate a certain amount of trouble, also pay a small profit. Pub- 
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lishers are extremely anxious for us to act as agents in the sale of goods repre- 
sented in our Exhibit. 

It is gratifying to note in this connection that a small amount of royalty 
has already been paid in on the volume of Lectures published by Longmans, 
Green & Co., and from the Syllabus of DuBois’ Point of Contact in Teaching. 

In closing this Report, the Commission would simply repeat its deepened 
conviction, a conviction that has only been strengthened by its experience and 
observation through the last two years, that nothing radically better can be 
hoped for in the religious instruction of our youth until the Church realizes in 
the first place the tremendous need of improved methods and higher standards, 
and then prepares herself, her clergy and lJay-helpers alike, for the work of 
teaching the young. This movement for a nobler religious education is of in- 
comparable importance, and it is a movement which we cannot check if we 
would. It has swept into its great current other Dioceses of our own Church, 
and Christians of every name and in many lands. It is simply part of the vast 
and earnest life of our modern Christianity, brought face to face with the facts 
of sin and ignorance, the problems of unbelief and indifference. We stand for 
the truth of Christ, and we believe that that truth is one which our children 
must be taught. It must be wrought into the very fibre of character, if it is to 
save them and save the world. This truth of Christ is as sacred as the truth of 
science or art or geography or law ; and the school that teaches Christ must 
do so with the highest wisdom and skill it can command. Such a school, in 
God’s good time, will be in every parish of this Diocese. For that great end 
let us work, because it alone will be worthy of Christ and His Church.

Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH SCHOOLS. 


In the discharge of their duty your Committee have visited eight schools 
and corresponded with several others. The statistical results of their work are 
appended to this report. 

In most of the schools excellent work is being done with highly satisfactory 
results. It is necessary, however, to call the attention of the Convention to 
what the Committee consider the very inadequate provision which exists in this 
Diocese for the education of boys under Church auspices. Schools for girls 
appear to be provided in sufficient number and to be excellently equipped, but 
apart from Trinity School, New York, there is now practically no provision 
within the Diocese for the intermediate and higher education of boys under the 
direct influence of the Church. 

The recent removal of St. Austin’s School from Staten Island to Con- 
necticut, and the closing of St. Matthew’s School, Dobbs Ferry—both of them 
schools for boys—point to a condition of things which at least demands serious 
attention. 

The class of boys affected do not to any large extent come under the infiu- 
ence of church teaching in our Sunday-schools, and it is to be feared that even 
in Christian homes there is not now the same time or care bestowed upon the 
religious instruction of the young as formerly. Your Committee cannot but 
feel that this lack must eventually result in a weakening of any intelligent 
attachment to the Church and her institutions on the part of her sons. In 
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these circumstances they venture to suggest the desirability of appointing an 
enlarged representative committee for the consideration of the whole question.

TRINITY SCHOOL, 
139-147 West 91st sy New York City. 


Founded A.D. 1709. Tncor ciabatta D. 1806 as ‘‘ The New York Protestant 
Episcopal Public School.” 

Under the charge of the Rector, Reverend Augustus Ulmann, D.D., dna a 
Board of Trustees, consisting of clergy and laymen of the Episcopal Church. 

The school building, recently erected, occupies a frontage of 125 feet on the 
southerly side of 91st Street, between Columbus and Amsterdam Avenues. It 
is built of stone and is thoroughly fireproof ; is one of the best arranged and 
appointed schools in the city. Its capacity is from 360 to 400 students, who are 
divided into classes not exceeding twenty-five each. The building includes an 
assembly hall, a library, a laboratory, and a fine gymnasium, in addition to the 
class rooms and a dining room seating about ninety boys, 

The school is divided into the English Departinent, for boys between the 
ages of six and nine; the Intermediate Department, for boys between ten and 
thirteen ; and the Academic Department, for boys between fourteen and seven- 
teen. In the last-named department there are two courses, classical and scientific, 
the former being preparatory for entrance to college. Instruction is given in all 
the English branches, and in Greek, Latin, German, French, and the sciences, and 
in the Church Catechism, the Prayer Book, and Old and New Testament history. 
Systematic physical training is given in the gymnasium. 

The school year begins on the second Monday in September and ends on 
the third Friday in June. 

Boys between the ages of six and seventcen are Bee 

The number of pupils is about 389, 

The tuition fees are: In the Primary Department, from $60 to $105 ; in the 
Intermediate, from $120 to $165; and in the Academic, from $180 to $225. A 
certain number of ‘‘free scholarships” are awarded annually.

SAINT GABRIEL’S SCHOOL, 
Peekskill, New York. : 


Founded in 1872. 

Under the charge of the Sisters of St. Mary. 

The school buildings, which are situated on an eminence overlooking the 
town of Peekskill (41 miles from New York City), are roomy, well heated, and 
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lighted by electricity, and are provided with moderr sanitary plumbing. The 
grounds comprise about fifty acres. 

The school is divided into a Preparatory Department, for children over ten 
years of age, and an Academic Department, which offers three courses —classical, 
scientific, and English. The classical course is preparatory for entrance to 
college. 

In addition to the usual English courses, instruction is given in Latin and 
the modern languages, and in drawing, art, history, and music. 

The school is provided with a chemical laboratory, a physical equipment, 
and a cabinet of minerals. Careful attention is given to physical training, 
physiology, and hygiene. Systematic religious instruction is given, and the 
pupils are expected to attend service daily. The schoo! year begins September 
27th and ends June 4th. Girls between the ages of thirteen and eighteen are 
eligible. é 

Terms for board and tuition for the usual course, $450. Hor day pupils : 
Preparatory Department, $80 ; for the Academic Department, $100. 

Extra charges are made for music, elocution, drawing in charcoal and 
painting in water colors. Text books, stationery, etc., will be charged for.

SAINT MARY’S SCHOOL FOR GIRLS, 
6 & 8 Kast 46th Street, New York City. 


Founded in 1867. 

Under the charge of the Sisters of St. Mary. 

The school building, situated on 46th Street between Fifth and Madison 
Avenues, with a frontage of fifty feet, is well adapted for its purpose, and is 
provided with steam heat, sanitary plumbing, and electric elevator service. It 
includes dormitories, a gymnasium and a roof garden, and a good library of 
3,900 volumes. The entire building was remodelled last summer and the chapel 
was greatly enlarged. 

The school is divided into a Primary Department for children under twelve 
years of age, a Preparatory Department, and a College Department. The two 
lower departments offer a very full course in English, with the addition of 
religious instruction, and the college preparatory includes all tie subjects 
required for entrance to college. Advanced instruction is also given in English 
history and the sciences. The regular courses are supplemented by lectures by 
distinguished scholars. 

The school year begins October 2d and closes early in June. 

Girls between the ages of six and eleven for the Primary Department, and 
eleven and twenty for the Preparatory and Collegiate Departments, are elivible. 

The number of pupils is about twenty-eight resident and 150 non-resident. 

The terms for board and tuition in English, French, German, Latin, and 
Greek are $550 per annum. 

For day pupils: Collegiate Department, $200; Preparatory, $150; and 
Primary, $100.

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ST. AGATHA’S SCHOOL FOR GIRLS, 
257 West 93d Street, New York City. 


Founded by the New York Protestant Episcopal Public School, which 
maintains Trinity School, and under the same management. 

It is intended that the school shall include all grades from the Kindergar- 
ten through the High School; but as yet the Elementary School is divided 
into eight grades, the course including the English branches, nature study, 
vocal music, art and manual training, French, and religious instruction. 

The High School will be opened next year. 

The school vear begins on the second Monday in September and ends on the 
second Friday of June. 

Girls between the ages of seven and fifteen are eligible. The number of 
pupils is about sixty. No boarders are received. The terms range from $60 in 
Grade I., Elementary, to $170 in Grade VIII.

SAINT JOHN BAPTIST SCHOOL FOR GIRLS, 
231 East 17th Street, Stuyvesant Square, New York City. 


Founded 1880. 

Under the charge of the Sisters of St. John Baptist. The school building 
adjoins St. John Baptist House, and is nearly opposite to Stuyvesant Square. 

There are two courses of study, viz., the general course, which is intended 
to lay the foundation of a broad general education, special attention being 
given to English, French, History, and Literature : and the College Prepara- 
tory course, including the above subjects and Latin, and Greek or German. In- 
struction is given in Scripture and Church History, the Old and New Testa- 
ment, and the Prayer Book. The pupils attend daily services in the Sisters’ 
chapel, and on Sunday in the Church of the Transfiguration. 

The school year begins on October 1st and closes on June 4th. 

The terms for board, laundry, and tuition are $300 per annum, Latin, 
Greek, German, and Instrumental Music being extra. Special terms are 
offered to the daughters of clergymen. 

Applications should be addressed to the Sister Superior. 


MISS C. E. MASON’S SCHOOL, 
The Castle, Tarrytown-on-the- Hudson. 


Under the charge of Miss C. E. Mason, LL.M., Principal. The school is 
situated on the heights above Tarrytown, a short distance from the station, and 
consists of three modern, well-equipped buildings, surrounded by fourteen acres 
of land. 

The course is divided into Primary, Preparatory, Academic, and Senior, 
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each occupying three years, except the Senior, which is of two years’ duration, 
and includes, in addition to the usual English courses, Latin, Greek, and the 
modern languages. Students in the upper courses are prepared for college, 
and advanced courses are given for those not desiring to enter college. The 
Bible is studied throughout the course, and students are expected to attend 
Christ Episcopal Church, but will be permitted to attend church elsewhere if 
it is the wish of parents. Daily outdoor exercise is required, and instruction is 
given in physical culture. 

The school year begins on the last Wednesday in September and closes on 
June Ist. 

Girls between the ages of thirteen and twenty are eligible. The number of 
pupils is about seventy. 

Terms for board and tuition, including the usual courses, stationery and 
school books, dancing and gymnastics, drawing, and charges for laundry, from 
$750 to $950, according to room. Extra charges are made for instruction in 
art, music, special elocution, private physical culture and riding, and for art 
materials, 

Special attention is given to nature study, and to cooking and practical 
housekeeping. A summer session is conducted in connection with the school.

ST. DAVID'S SCHOOL, 
Scarsdale, New York. 


The school, which is under the management of the Rev. William L. Evans, 
a graduate of the University of Glasgow, occupies a large modern building, sur- 
rounded by twelve acres of woodland, and is distant about eight minutes’ walk 
from Scarsdale Railroad Station. 

The course of instruction includes Greek, Latin, and the modern lan- 
guages, as well as the usual English branches leading up to college entrance 
examinations,

may receive individual attention. 

The school year opens on October 1st. The fees are, for tuition, $200 to 
$250 per annum, and for boys under 12 years of age, $150. For resident 
pupils, $400 per annum.

Whereas, The Convention of the Diocese of New York in 1900 adopted 
the following resolution : 

Resolved, That, in view of the important responsibility resting upon the 
Ministry of the Church in the religious education of the young, it is the convic- 
tion of this Convention that special preparation and training for this work 
should be given to all candidates for Holy Orders ; and, secondly. that to this 
end a thorough practical training in the principles and methods of Religious 
Pedagogics should form a part of the curricuium of all institutions for theo- 
logical learning. 

Therefore. be it 

Resolved, That the Delegates from the Diocese of New York to the General 
Convention be, and hereby are, requested to urge the General Convention to take 
such steps as may be practicable to secure for the students in the several theo- 
logical seminaries systematic instruction in the principles and practice of edu- 
cation, especially as it is related to religious instruction.

Weport 
OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY. 


The New York Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions, 
being thoroughly organized with an Executive Board, and a Constitution ap- 
proved by the Bishop, respectfully submits its first annual report to the Con- 
vention of the Diocese of New York. 

The five Committees, one for each of the four divisions of missionary work 
—Foreign, Domestic, Indian, and Colored, with a junior department working 
independently in connection with the Woman’s Auxiliary, three of them since 
1871—are now united under one board of general officers, while each preserves 
its own individuality as to methods of work. ‘To these have been added during 
the past year the Westchester Branch of the Womau’s Auxiliary, the Staten 
Island Branch, and the Woman’s Auxiliary of Orange Archdeaconry, all reorgan- 
ized under the general name of Archdeaconry Committees. The Woman’s 
Auxiliary of Dutchess County will doubtless come in during the coming year, 
thus making an organization, under six general officers, of five Standing and four 
Archdeaconry Committees, composed of 128 parish branches, 35 of which have 
junior societies, representing over 3,100 active members, besides several Sunday- 
schools. This leaves 107 parishes or missions, 31 within the Archdeaconry of 
New York, and 76 in the outiying Archdeaconries, not as yet organized in con- 
nection with the Auxiliary for missionary work. 

During the year Sept. 1, 1900, to Sept. 1. 1901, the New York Branch gave 
$13,087.66 to Domestic Missions, $8,482.74 to Indian, $8,195.29 to Colored, and 
$11,987.23 to Foreign Missions, and sent 3886 boxes of clothing, etc., to mission- 
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aries and missions, to the value of $26,756.91, including $2,378.22 in money, 
and $2,511.12 in boxes, to all fields from the Junior Department. In addition 
to this, $1,005.96 was given for work within the Diocese, and 6) boxes, valued 
at $2,052.49, sent to Diocesan Missionaries and Missions, making a total of $42, - 
758.88 in money and $28,809.40 in boxes for the year. New York has also 
contributed toward the United Offering of the Woman’s Auxiliary, gathered 
every three years from the different Dioceses, over $7,000, which will be offered 
in October at the Triennial Service of the Woman’s Auxiliary in San Francisco, 
and is this year to be divided equally among the Missionary Bishops, the Col- 
ored Commission receiving a share equal to that of one of the Bishops. 

In 1875, twenty-five years ago, New York gave, through its Auxiliary 
societies, over $18,000 to missions, in 1880 over $26,000, in 1890 over $62,000, 
and last year, 1900, reported to the Board of Missions gifts in money and boxes 
to the amount of $75,961.44. 

Great as the increase is in dollars, it but barely represents the earnest 
prayers, the increased knowledge, and wider interest in the Church’s missions 
shown by the women of the Diocese. With the added interest and assistance 
of the clergy, the women can yet do more and more each year, and the Woman’s 
Auxiliary eagerly looks forward to the day when every woman in the Church, 
rich and poor, shall be glad to do her share towards the spreading of Christ’s 
Kingdom upon earth.

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The Rev. C. C, Tiffany, D.D., presented the following report 
from the Committee on Canons: 


The Committee on Canons, to whom was referred the proposed amend- 
ment of Canon XVIII., Section 3, Article IV., by adding after the words 
‘‘hereinafter described ” the words, ‘‘ which report shall be entered in full on 
the Journal of the Convention,” respectfully report : 

That, in their opinion, in view of the large expense which would be in- 
curred for printing the Archdeaconry reports in full in the Journal, and of the 
fact that the Journal does not reach the public in general, the adoption of the 
proposed amendment is not advisable. 

The Committee on Canons, to whom was referred ‘‘so much of the 
Address of the Bishop as relates to Parish Registers, to the Clergy without 
Charge, and to the time of holding the Annual Convention of the Diocese,” 
respectfully report as follows : 

Upon the subject of Parish Registers, they recommend that Canon VIL., 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports, be amended by the insertion of a 
new Section 5, to follow the present Section 4, and to read as follows : 

‘“The Register contemplated by this Canon shall at all times be subject to 
inspection by the Bishop or by such person as he may appoint ”’; 

And that the present Section 5 shall become Section 6, and that these 
amendments be recommended to the next Convention for final action thereon. 

Upon the subject of Clergy without Charge, they have considered the 
amendments of Canon XIII., Of Vacant Parishes, proposed by the Rev. Dr. 
Dunnell. 

The Committee recommend that the amendments proposed by Dr. Dun- 
nell be adopted in part by this Convention, with certain changes in phraseology, 
so that Canon XIII. shall be amended as follows : 

1. The title of Canon XIII., Of Vacant Parishes, shall read: ‘‘ Of Vacant 
Parishes and Clergymen without Cure.” 

2. A new section, to be Section 4, shall be added to Canon XIIJI., and 
shall read as follows : 

‘‘Any Clergyman without cure resident in, or visiting, this Diocese and 
desiring to take temporary or occasional service therein shall signify to the 
Bishop his wish to officiate in this Diocese. A Jist of such clergymen as shall 
be licensed by the Bishop for such duty shall be kept at the Diocesan House. 
And no Rector or Parish shall employ the services of any clergyman without 
cure for more than one day, unless he shall have the written license of the 
Bishop.” 

Upon the subject of the time of holding the Annual Convention, the Com- 
mittee have considered the amendment of Article I. of the Constitution pro- 
posed by the Rey. J. M. Chew. 

The Committee on Canons approve of the general purpose and plan of this 
amendment to Article I. of the Constitution ; but, in order to secure greater 
onciseness of statement, they have in part redrawn the same, and recommend 
in lieu thereof the following : . 

That Article I. of the Constitution be amended by striking out the first 
completed sentence of that Article, which now reads as follows: ‘‘ There shall 
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be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this Diocese on the last 
Wednesday in September in each year, in such place as shall be determined by 
the Bishop for the time being; or, in case of his inability to act or of a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee,” and by substituting in lieu 
thereof the following words : 

‘There shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this 
Diocese in each year, at such place as the Bishop shall appoint. It shall be 
held on the last Wednesday in September, unless the Bishop, with the consent 
of the Standing Committee, shall appoint another date. In ease of the in- 
ability of the Bishop to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing 
Committee shall appoint the time and place of holding the Convention.” 

The Committee respectfully propose the foregoing amendment of Article 
I. of the Constitution, and its consideration and approval by this Convention, 
in accordance with the provisions of Article VIII. of the Constitution. 

The Committee on Canons, to whom was referred the report of the eel 
committee on Parochial Intrusion and Parish Boundaries, appointed at the last 
Convention, recommend, in view of the importance of the subject, that the 
report be recommitted to the Committee on Canons for further consideration; 
with instructions to report to the next Convention. 


The Rev. Dr. Tiffany, on behalf of the Committee, moved the 
adoption of the recommendations of the Committee seriatim. 


On motion, the recommendation that the printing of the re- 
ports of the Archdeacons in full is inexpedient was adopted. 


On motion, the recommendation that the proposed amend- 
ments to Canon VII., as to the inspection of Parish Registers, be 
recommended to the next Convention for adoption, was adopted 
after considerable discussion. 


On motion, the proposed amendments to Canon XIII., as to 
clergymen without cure, were adopted by a concurrent vote of both 
orders. 


On motion, the proposed amendment to Article I. of the Con- 
stitution was approved and referred to the next Convention for 
final action. 


On motion, the recommendation that the report of the Com- 
mittee on Parochial Intrusion and Parish Boundaries be recom- 
mitted to the Committee on Canons for further consideration, with 
instructions to report to the next Convention, was adopted.

The Rey. W. J. Seabury, D.D., called the attention of the Com- 
mittee on Canons to the proposed amendment to the Rules of 
Order, as printed on page 77 of the Journal of 1900, and moved 
that it be referred to the Committee on Canons to report at the 
next Convention, which was adopted. 


Mr. George Zabriskie offered the following resolution, which 
was adopted : 


Whereas, An amendment to the Constitution of this State will, at the 
coming general election, be submitted to the people for approval, by which 
amendment the power of the Legislature to exempt from taxation the real and 
personal property of specific religious, charitable, educational, or benevolent 
societies or corporations would be abrogated, and 

Whereas, If enacted, it might work serious loss to our institutions, 

Resolved, That this amendment ought to receive the attention and serious 
consideration of the members and adherents of our churches. 


The hour of recess having arrived, the Convention adjourned 
till two o’clock. 


On reassembling at a quarter past two, the Convention proceeded 
to sit as the Board of Missions.

The Rev. A. T. Ashton, Archdeacon of Dutchess, presented his 
annual report : 


The Archdeacon of Dutchess reports that missionary work has been carried 
on during the past year at the same stations (9) that were reported last September, 
Some changes have been made in the personnel of the missionary force. 

The Rey. Prescott Evarts, because of his removal from the Diocese to accept 
the Rectorship of Christ Church, Cambridge, Mass., resigned his office of Arch- 
deacon in February. His associates desire to express their deep regret at the 
severance of his official relation, and to assure him that their prayers will follow 
him to his new field of labor. 

The Rev. W. C. Grubbe, for seven years the Missionary at Pine Plains, has 
been removed by death. His was a consecrated ministry. Fidelity characterized 
his life. His amiable disposition, his cheerful manner, his kind consideration 
for others, and his faithful devotion to duty endeared him to all, and left a 
record which will perpetuate his memory and be preserved as a precious heritage. 

The work in the various stations has been encouraging. We have been 
sorely hampered by the tardiness of offerings and a shrinkage in our income. 
The invested fund of St. Thomas’ Church, Amenia Union, still remains unpro- 
ductive. It is in the charge of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the. 
Diocese, who, more than a year ago, foreclosed the mortgage in which this money 
had been invested. The amount which came from this Fund (nearly $400) we 
have been obliged to borrow, to meet our obligations. 

The Rector of Amenia Union, the Rev. J. S. Clark, D.D., has also the care 
of the services at Dover Plains, where there are twenty-four communicants. 
This is a most encouraging field. A church should be built here and a clergy- 
man put in charge of all the services in the Harlem Valley—at Dover, Pawling,

and Millerton. Were the funds available for this purpose, a strong parish 
could soon be established at Dover, and mission stations at Pawling and 
Millerton. . 

The Rev. H. N. Lawrence has recently entered upon his duties as Missionary 
at Pine Plains. He is carrying on the work on the wise lines laid down by the 
Rev. Mr. Grubbe. 

At Hopewell Junction the work is very encouraging. A rectory is greatly 
needed for the Missionary. The Rev. Jacob Probst has—much to the people’s 
regret—removed to the Diocese of Long Island, and the mission is under the 
temporary charge of the Rev. A. R. Macduff. 

The Rey. J. H. Ivie, of Fishkill, has charge of the work at Glenham, where 
the people are very poor, owing to the closing of the carpet mills. In this place, 
as also at Carthage Landing, he carries on his faithful work, in the midst of 
many discouragements. 

The Rey. W. C. Rodgers is doing an excellent work at Lithgow, and the 
Rev. Frederick Smith continues his energetic labors at Pleasant Valley. 

The work at Stone House is still under the care of Mr. A. C. Burdick, a 
Lay Reader. He conducts a Sunday-school and service every Lord’s Day, and 
during the rest of the week acts as master of the day-school. 

So far as our work is concerned, the-outlook is full of promise. Our mis- 
sionaries are full of zeal, and, were larger means at the disposal of the Arch- 
deaconry, the privileges of the Church might be farther extended. AlJl of which 
is respectfully submitted.

The Rev. W. R. Thomas, D.D., presented the annual report of 
the Archdeaconry of Orange : 


Three resignations of missionaries have occurred: that of the Rev. A. W. 
Shaw, of Chichester ; that of the Rev. G. L. Nicholas, M.D., of Highland ; 
and that of the Rev. J. i. Milbank, of Monticello. Temporary arrangements 
for supplying their places have been made. At other stations our force remains 
unchanged, with the exception of Ellenville and Callicoon Depot. At the former 
point the Rev. Robert H. Locke ministers, and at the latter a lay reader, Mr. Henry 
C. Briggs, under the direction of the Archdeacon. 

Some items of especial interest deserve mention. The mission at Mont- 
gomery, worked by the Rev. Dr. Lewis, of Walden, is responding most encourag- 
ingly to his efforts. Afternoon service is held each Sunday and $500 have been 
secured towards the erection of a chapel. 

At Greenwood Lake mission a class of twenty-one was confirmed by the 
Bishop in his May visitation. During the summer the services have been read 
by Mr. J. A. Maughan, of the Senior Class of the Seminary, and the attendance 
has been unusually good. On one occasion the Holy Communion was admin- 
istered to fifty persons by the Rev. Dr. Peters, of St. Michael’s Church, New York, 
who spends his vacation near by. We own an eligible lot close to the lake and 
in near proximity to the village, and it is the hope of the Archdeacon that some 
city parish may erect here a building suitable for the double purpose of Chapel 
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and Reading Room for the village, and of a summer home for its fresh-air 
colony. 

_ At Mead’s Mount, in the Catskills, summer services were maintained by 
the Rev. IF. D. Buckley, of Waterbury, Conn., and by the Rev. O. Applegate, 
Jr., of St. John’s, Kingston. ‘The church building has been much improved, 
grounds put in attractive order, and a substantial beginning made of a fund for 
the purchase of a new cabinet organ. Many boarders from the vicinity and the 
village of Woodstock, as well as from the Mead’s Mount Hotel, contiguous to 
to the church, have attended the services during the season just past. 

The Rector of New Windsor maintains a flourishing mission called the 
‘¢Moodna Mission,” ministering here each Sunday afternoon, and the Rector of 
Tuxedo Park maintains two missions: one at the North Gate and the other at 
the southern extremity of his parish. 

At the Church of the Holy Communion, Liberty, the Rev. P. C. Creveling, 
Missionary, a class of twelve was confirmed at the June visitation of the Bishop. 
Mr. Creveling also ministers as Chaplain, each Sunday afternoon, at the Loomis 
Sanitarium, some three miles distant. Here, in May, on the Monday in Whitsun- 
week, a beautiful and completely equipped chapel was consecrated under the 
name of ‘‘St. Luke, the Beloved Physician.” The Consecration services were 
conducted by the Bishop of the Diocese, assisted by the Archdeacon and the 
Chaplain, and the Rev. William A. Sturgis. The building is of stone, with 
dark wood interior trim and amber windows, and is a gift from Mrs. Loomis in 
memory of her husband, Dr. Alfred Lee Loomis, for whom the Sanitarium is 
named. 

The Rev. Uriah Symonds continues his faithful work at Port Jervis, where 
the handsome stone church, with organ and complete interior equipment, stands 
as a monument to his zeal and perseverance. 

The Rev. W. J. C. Agnew completed, in August, his eleventh year of con- 
tinuous service as Missionary in Charge of Stone Ridge and High Falls; also the 
Rev. Henry Barker, his ninth year as Missionary at Rosendale and Rifton Glen. 
Such faithful and spiritually productive service and stewardship should not 
miss due recognition by the Church. | 

During the past year the Diocese (outside the bounds of the Archdeaconry 
of Orange) has given for the maintenance of missionary work within this large 
district (comprising the three great counties of Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan, 
and more than half the square miles of the whole Diocese) the sum of $2,930 : 
$3,300 were voted, but we have managed to get along with less—indeed, the 
general Treasurer, Mr. James Pott, found it difficult to raise this diminished 
sum, as contributions were slow in coming in and, in some cases, less than he_ 
had reason to expect. The Archdeaconry of Orange is most grateful for this 
acceptable and generous help. Without it, a large portion of our present work 
would have had to be abandoned. Could the sum be augmented, increased 
ministrations could be maintained. All expenditures are made with the greatest 
care and most careful scrutiny, and under the sense of a strict responsibility. 
It is proper, however, to call the attention of the Diocese to the fact that we are 
diligent also in developing’self-help, and that the balance of the salaries of the 
stxteen Missionaries is raised at home, at a cost of three temes the amount that 
the Diocese contributes. Each year we are striving to do better than the last, 
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but when we consider the undeveloped possibilities of the field under more 
thorough culture, which is equivalent to saying, under an increased force of 
missionary laborers, undeveloped because of lack of funds, the Committee repre- 
senting the Archdeaconry is impelled to renew the plea made last year, for an 
endowment of the missionary work of the Diocese, a work than which none can 
be more important. Money invested in such an endowment will produce a 
large and assured return: the material sowing will instrumentally yield a spiri- 
tual fruitage in truth and righteousness. We hold up the missions of the Diocese 
as an unsurpassed object of generous endowment—the missions in the five 
Archdeaconries—the growth of each is to the benefit of the whole. May this 
plea not pass unheeded !

The Rev. F. B. Van Kleeck, D.D., presented the annual report 
of the Archdeaconry of Westchester : 


In the Archdeaconry of Westchester our year has been signally blessed. 
The first meeting in January, by the courteous invitation of the Bishop, was 
held at the Cathedral Crypt. While we enjoyed the gracious hospitality of our 
Bishop, our visit there accentuated a principle of our common Diocesan work 
which is apt to be forgotten. Parishes, congregations, missions in the Diocese, 
are not detached, isolated centres of work and soul culture. They are a vital 
part of Church life and growth. However far off, weak, or struggling a given 
mission may be, it is rooted and grounded in the greater, stronger life which ~ 
finds its force and influence from the Diocese and its spiritual head. And while 
we rejoiced in the foundation of the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, we got 
courage and inspiration there, both from the warm welcome of the Bishop and 
the assurance that our work was closely allied to this fountain-head of mission 
and service. 

On Sunday, Oct. 7, 1 held service and organized a mission in Bronxville, 
Westchester Co. This is a community near Lawrence and Armour-Villa Parks, 
where many Church people desired the ministrations of the Church. The Rev. 
W. Walter Smith, M.D., did efficient work during the winter. In April the 
parish was incorporated under the name of Christ Church, a vestry elected, and 
steps were taken to build a church, From the first the Mission has been self- 
supporting. The Rev. Richard Hayward has been called, and has entered upon 
his duties as Rector. 

At Nepera Park the faithful service of two lay workers of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew, working under the Rev. Mr. Gilbert, Rector of St. Paul’s, Yon- 
kers, bas been regular and efficient. They now use St. Mark’s Chapel, formeriy 
St. Paul’s, in Sawmill Valley, kindly donated by the executors of the late Dr. 
Henry Drisler to this Mission. This work has also been self-supporting. The 
Parish of St. Andrew’s, Brewster, Putnam Co., was enriched by the gift of a 
beautiful stone church, fully equipped and adorned, from the late Mr. Seth 
Howes, Warden of the church. It was consecrated by the Bishop, May 138th. 
A few weeks later this church, and the old church refitted for a parish house, 
were entirely destroyed by fire. They are now rebuilding, but can scarcely 
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replace many appointments of the church, endeared by association and use. 
On June 20th the Archdeacon, by appointment of the Bishop, laid the corner- 
stone of the new Christ Church, Patterson, Putnam Co, This is also a gift to 
this venerable parish, from a devoted woman whose family has for long years 
been identified with the Church in this place. The other work in this Archdea- 
conry is faithfully served by the following clergy in their respective porteies 
and missions :

The Ven. C. C. Tiffany, D.D., presented his abies of the Arch- 
deaconry of New York: 


The Archdeacon of New York is glad to report that the work of the Arch- 
deaconry has gone well during the past year. Its chief work is Church Exten- 
sion in the Borough of the Bronx, and in this work distinct progress has been 
made. 
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The Archdeaconry has administered the affairs of the Church German Society 
in support of the German Mission at St. Ambrose’s Church, and the Archdeacon 
can report the vigorous prosecution of the missions to foreign-speaking people 
in the city of New York by the various parishes which support them—especially 
the German Mission of Trinity Church and the missions to Oriental Peoples 
conducted by St. Bartholomew’s Church, to such an extent that in seven lan- 
guages the service of the Church may be heard every Sunday within the bounds 
of this parish. The special reports concerning these missions will be found in 
the respective parochial reports of the parishes which support and conduct them. 

But, in regard to Church Extension, the work of the Archdeaconry is not 
simply advisory and indirect—it is the sole organ and conductor of the work, 
and its needs grow apace with the enormous and phenomenal increase of the 
population of the city—over 100,000 annually in the Boroughs of Manhattan 
and the Bronx. 

To meet the growing need of Church centres in the new suburbs beyond 
the Harlem River, the Archdeaconry has, during the last year, taken steps to 
strengthen its older missions and to inaugurate new ones, according to the pro- 
visions of the Canon passed at the last Convention, covering ‘‘ Tentative Mis- 
sions.” Several new missions have thus been begun by the labors of two lay 
workers of St. Andrew’s Brotherhood—which give good assurance of permanent 
usefulness. Some of these, as the Mission of the Advocate, East Tremont, have 
secured the title to land for building and have arranged for structures of their 
own in which to worship. Of the older Missions—that is, those about five years 
old—several have been greatly strengthened during the last year. 

St. Stephen’s, Woodlawn, has entered its new chapel, a fit and churchly 
structure which gives it a permanent character and an aggressive power in the 
neighborhood. St. George’s, at Williamsbridge, has been able to purchase lots 
for a church site and to erect a stone basement for the church, in which it will 
worship until it can build a superstructure. These two results—the finishing 
and furnishing of St. Stephen’s, and the purchase of land and construction of 
a basement of St. George’s—were made possible by the unsolicited generosity of 
a devoted Churchwoman of Grace Parish, who, hearing of these needs from our 
last year’s report, sent $3,000 to supply them. 

A lot, 25 x 100 feet, has also been given to the Archdeaconry, by a Church- 
woman now resident abroad, as the site of a chapel for St. Alban’s, the tentative 
mission of High Bridgeville; and another generous Churchwoman, of St.Thomas’ 
Parish, has sent $1,000 for the erection of the chapel. In addition to the in- 
terest manifest in these special gifts, the subject of Church Extension was 
brought to the notice of the Church in the city by a large public meeting held 
in St. Thomas’ Church last February. This meeting was addressed by such 
distinguished laymen as Mr. Seth Low, President of Columbia University, and 
Mr. Hamilton Mabie, Literary Editor of the ‘‘Outlook,” as well as by a distin- 
guished clergyman. The effect of such indorsement and of such eloquent pre- 
sentment of the subject has been a more widespread interest, of which the 
witnesses are larger and more numerous collections for this object than in any 
former year, and more and larger individual donations, 

The Archdeaconry feels that its work is but in its beginning, but the indi- 
cations are significant of a more general and generous appreciation of its effort 
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to christianize the city and to make paramount the influence of that Church 
which we believe to be the best exponent of the religion of Christ. And for 
this we thank God and take courage. : 

The complete statement of the work of Church Extension, its needs and its 
promise, will be given at the annual meeting of the Archdeaconry, in Advent.

The Rev. Pascal Harrower presented tlie report of the Archdea- 
con of Richmond : 


The Archdeacon of Richmend would report on the whole a general condition 
of prosperity in the missions. 

Erastina, under Mr. Swan’s energetic administration, is doing a good work. 
The congregations have improved, and an addition has been made to their con- 
tribution to the Archdeaconry fund. It is to be regretted that aid are not united 
in their support of the minister in charge ; but with the faithful and earnest 
workers who second his efforts, there seems to be a most encouraging prospect 
of success, 

At Newdorp Mr. Wilson has done an excellent work, and there is every 
evidence of life and activity. The Mission is gradually getting rid of the obli- 
gations incurred during the building of the church, and the congregations and 
offertories show steady progress. 

Affairs at Eltingville are not so encouraging. There seems to be a general 
feeling of discouragement on the part of those who, by a little united effort, 
might put matters on a very different footing. There is no reason why there 
should not, and every reason why there should, be a prosperous church in this 
mission, which has so long been an organized parish. With every equipment— 
church, rectory, and parish house—it needs only united zea] and activity to give 
new life and hope to the church. 

At St. Simon’s Mr. Lawrence continued, until his resignation, the good 
work of the Mission with his usual success. The church plant, with its com- 
modious appointments, is an abiding monument to his energy and perseverance, 
and though he has consented to give his labors to another field, we can only 
hope that his mantle will fall on the shoulders of his successor, the Rev. Wm, 
G. Thompson, and the good work go on without interruption. In many things 
the Archdeaconry owes him a debt of gratitude, and it gives me great pleasure 
to express my personal appreciation of his merits. 

Mr. Fair has continued his excellent work at Tottenville, though he has 
been sorely triel in his domestic affairs. He has the most heartfelt sympathy 
of all who know him, and they are ready to help him in every way.

It is becoming that, in connection with these losses from our 
own immediate fellowship, I should make mention of that other, 
whose wide and deep shadow still covers our land, and convenes 
the whole civilized world a mourner at the grave of our dead Presi- 
dent. His singularly engaging personal qualities made our late 
Chief Magistrate, in the judgment of many, the best loved of all 
our recent Presidents; and those of us who came, as more than 
once it was my privilege to do, into personal contact with him, 
will concur with me, I am confident, in bearing witness to a dignity 
of presence, and a candor, openness, and sympathy of mind, which 
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made his personality one of rare charm and lovableness. In his 
policies it is easily possible that we may not all have agreed. But 
concerning his conscientious purpose to discharge a great and 
august trust with scrupulous and unwearied fidelity no one could 
doubt; and added to these were personal virtues of a singularly 
elevated order, illustrated during all his life, and in whatever rela- 
tion, in a singularly beautiful way. In the face of such a record, 
the mind stands dazed and perplexed betore the malignant cun- 
ning that struck at him, and still more at the blind and perverted 
enmity that murdered him. Such malice and such blindness com- 
pel a question which, when grief is sobered a little from its first 
paroxysm, should most of all concern us ; and an answer to which 
thoughtful and God-fearing men must prayerfully and persistently 
seek. I may not attempt, within these limits, a discussion so large 
and in some aspects of it so intricate as that question raises; but I 
ought not to refer at all to this dark tragedy in our National his- 
tory without reminding myself, and you, that the assassination of 
three Presidents in less than forty years, however different may 
have been their immediate causes, presents a situation that practi- 
cally arraigns before the bar of the world’s judgment civic and 
social conditions that we dare not ignore. If our American free- 
doms, whether of speech or of conduct, mean unbridled license, 
and the knife or the pistol of the assassin ; nay, more, if our care- 
lessness concerning our brother means that ignorant and credulous 
people may be the prey and the tools of a false teaching that strikes 
at the foundations of our social order, then, first—bitter as it may 
be to a national conceit much distended with a windy self-confi- 
dence—we must own that we have erred in our primary conceptions 
of what liberty is; and then we must enthrone sound teaching and 
a just authority in their rightful place. May God show us here, as 
in much else, our sore need of His wisdom and guidance! 

The Conventional year that ends to-day has been one of marked 
peace, and, what is much better—for peace may be only another 
name for slumber—of marked and inspiring progress. Of this, 
the details which are reported to you herewith * will furnish to you 
gratifying evidence ; but I desire to make especial mention of the 
singular energy and sound judgment with which the Archdeaconry 
of New York, under the able leadership of its Archdeacon, the Rev. 
Dr. C. C. Tiffany, and with the unwearied and singularly capable 
coéperation of our honored and beloved treasurer, James Pott, 


* Detailed Account of Visitations and Acts. 
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Esq., who to-day, God bless him! completes forty years’ service in 
that office, and with the coéperation of a most devoted band of 
missionaries and lay helpers, has seized and held important points, 
especially in our metropolitan suburbs, and laid there the founda- 
tions of what will be self-supporting parishes in the future. The 
phenomenal growth of this city has made this work of paramount 
and pressing importance, and I commend it, standing as it does 
for a work which must be done now, in many cases, or not at all, 
to the confidence of the Church and to the munificence, especially, 
of the faithful laity. 

Concerning this department of our diocesan missionary work, 
it is proper that I should speak of other agencies which have 
proved of steadily increasing value in connection with it, and of 
which it is, I think, our rather unfortunate tradition to make no 
mention here. More and more it is true, and as to this every well- 
informed priest and pastor will, I am sure, bear me out, that the 
Church’s work in this Diocese is being done, sometimes in connec- 
tion with parochial organizations, and sometimes independently of 
them, by Sisterhoods, Deaconesses, Women’s Auxiliary Societies, 
St. Andrew’s and other Brotherhoods, of which, nevertheless, no 
record whatever is made in our Convention Journals. Why not ? 
I think it may fitly be asked. It is not necessary for the Conven- 
tion of this Diocese to assume any administrative or supervisory 
relation to these societies or communities ; but as a part, and often 
a very important part, of the story of our diocesan work, we might, 
I cannot but think, very wisely give them at least the opportunity 
to tell us annually, in some brief way, what they have done, and 
give ourselves the privilege of hearing it. It would be well for us to 
make some canonical provision for inviting and encouraging such 
reports, and for including a succinct summary of them in our Con- 
vention Journal. 

In this same connection I find myself constrained to turn to 
a much less welcome subject—I mean the grave imperfections of 
our didcesan records as ordinarily embodied in our parish registers. 
The neglect of due care, scrupulous accuracy, and promptitude in 
the matter of entries in these is frequently disgraceful ; and cases 
have been brought to my notice in which, in the case-of parishes 
making annually the canonical report to the Ordinary, there had 
been no entry in the parish register for twenty or twenty-five years. 
A woman turning to the register of the parish in which she was 
married has been unable to find any slightest evidence of the 
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solemnization of that rite, and equally any evidence as to the 
legitimacy of her children. Such negligence deserves a term as its 
description which I do not care to use; and it must be stopped. 
Provision should be made, by canonical enactment, for the annual 
inspection, by the archdeacon or his commissary, of every parish 
register in every archdeaconry; and, with the annual parish 
report to the bishop in his hand, such inspection would not be 
a formal one. If a rector, ¢.g., reports so many baptisms, mar- 
riages, confirmations, and the rest, the demand may very properly 
be made: ‘‘ Produce to me the records for which these statistics 
stand,” and a failure to do so should carry with it some distinct 
penalty, such as forfeiture of the delinquent’s seat in Convention, 
or some other, which should have in it, at any rate, a distinctly 
punitive note. I commend this matter to your early and serious 
consideration. 

The excuse for such neglects as these is often found in the 
various and increasing demands of our modern parochial life; and 
for one I unreservedly admit them, It is a day of manifold and 
steadily growing demands upon the parish priest ; and some of these 
demands are often beyond his ability. Is it not worth while to 
recognize this fact and to seek for some means of meeting it? 
Among demands that are more and more exacting are those in con- 
nection with the pulpit. The standards of culture; the average 
of ordinary information ; the breadth and variety of our modern 
life, have made the attitude of the pews toward the pulpit, in our 
day, one that is increasingly critical and exacting. It ought to 
be met in ways that would at once afford relief to the parish priest 
and furnish greater edification to his people; and to this end, I 
wish we might restore a good custom in connection with the read- 
ing of homilies, whereby it was made possible to draw them from 
the best sources, and thus to interest and nourish educated and 
intelligent minds. If there could be selected and published in 
some inexpensive form, monthly, under the oversight of three ex- 
perienced presbyters, or of that of the bishop and two presbyters, 
four sermons which should be licensed to be read in the churches, 
I believe it would prove a great boon to many a parish priest, and 
a great blessing to his people. Consider the great wealth, in this 
connection, at our command! Ought it not be recognized and 
utilized ? I hope that the whole subject may be found worthy of 
your attention. 

Akin to it, at any rate from one point of view, is another con- 
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cerning which we have been content too long to drift—I refer to 
the miscellaneous and undiscriminating employment of ministers of 
this Church, who may be without cures, for occasional duty. Some 
such employment of these is often necessary, and sometimes un- 
avoidable ; but it is at present regulated by no rules, and safeguarded 
by no sufficient restrictions ; and this ought not to be. Grieved and 
perplexed as I have often been by the grave faults and frequent mor- 
tifications of a system which is without system, and a usage which 
was wholly uncontrolled—hasty, impulsive, and irresponsible—I 
sought, some months ago, the counsel of my brethren of the New 
York Churchmen’s Association, addressing them individually as 
follows : 


Reverend and Dear Brother: 


Some months ago I brought to the notice of members of the Churchmen’s 
Association a matter which had for some time been giving mea good deal of 
anxiety, and asked, in regard to it, for their counsel and codperation. It re- 
lated to the statws and recognition of persons in Holy Orders, temporarily 
within the Diocese, and seeking engagements for temporary duty. 

Our method—or rather want of method—in this connection has grown by 
very gradual steps from a time when conditions were wholly different, and when 
a want of method was really of insignificant importance. When the number 
of the clergy was small; when their identity and record were easily known or 
ascertained ; when strangers from other lands in Holy Orders were most rare, 
the true guardianship of the Church’s interest and honor, in connection with 
the temporary employment of ministers not canonically recognized and settled 
in the Diocese, was something which needed neither system nor vigilance to 
regulate it. 

But to-day the conditions are altogether different. The large number of 
our own clergy, and the considerable numbers of persons in Holy Orders, but 
connected with other dioceses and other lands, who are transiently or tempo- 
rarily within our borders ; not to mention the facility with which impostors, 
or those under ecclesiastical discipline elsewhere, have succeeded in a great 
many cases in obtruding themselves into our parishes, and assuming duties for 
which they were doubly disqualified, have made it for some time evident that 
our present usage is both disorderly and dangerous. 

In addition to these facts, moreover, there are others which we are bound to 
consider. It is asad fact that the unemployed clergy have now become a con- 
siderable class, concerning whom, however, a hasty generalization would be 
most unjust. ‘They are both voluntarily and involuntarily unemployed. 
They are disabled or superannuated, as the case may be; or disqualified by 
hopeless and irremediable defects of gifts, or temper, or adaptability. But 
these terms represent obviously very different types, and would not, in all 
probability, be applicable, all of them, to any one person. | 

The situation calls, therefore, for discrimination and fraternal considera- 
tion. There are often worthy and faithful men whose situation, as unemployed

clergy, is only honorable to themselves. But there are others concerning whom 
no charity can be stretched so far as to cover their obvious disqualifications for 
any ministerial duty. In such cases, my own conviction is that they should be 
aided and encouraged to seek other than clerical work ; while, in the case of 
those who are competent to take occasional duty, and whose ministerial record 
is such as to make them honored and respected by their brethren, especial 
efforts should be made, under some large and wise plan, to employ them, when 
required, for such occasional duty. 

Some action of this character seems to me to be demanded for two important 
reasons : 

In the first place, to discourage a habit which has been growing among un- 
employed priests, of late years, to linger in our large .centres in the hope of 
finding transient duty. Such duty, small as is the compensation for it, will 
usually enable one to live cheaply, and largely idly, in a great city for an 
indefinite time ; and to live a life which is largely irresponsible, desultory, and 
unregulated, if not worse. It is a most mischievous and perilous situation ; 
and no methods of ours ought to encourage or approve it. 

Again : Under our present want of system, the supply of vacant parishes, or 
of persons to take duty for a pastor or curate temporarily disabled, is left to 
bureaux of clerical employment under wholly lay administration, characterized 
often by abundant kindness, indeed, but very little real knowledge. Let me 
make haste in this connection to express my own acknowledgments for all that, 
in this matter of the service of the Church in parochiai emergencies, our 
friends, the Church publishers, have done for us. For one, I gratefully ap- 
preciate their helpful patience and large courtesy. But I think that they will 
be among the first to own that the situation has now outgrown the old methods, 
and that the time has come for dealing with a serious condition in some serious 
and sufficient way. 


In answer to my communication last spring to the Churchmen’s Association, 
I have received the following report of its action, for which I ask your careful 
consideration : 


ReEportT. 


The committee appointed by the Churchmen’s Association to consider the 
question of ‘* Clerical Supplies ”—the subject brought to the notice of the Asso- 
ciation by the Bishop of the Diocese at their meeting of May 7, 1900—recom- 
mend to the Association the approval of the following resolution : 

First: That it be suggested to the Bishop of the Diocese that he issue a 
Pastoral Letter to the clergy, requesting them not to employ the services of any 
clergyman, without cure, for more than one Sunday, unless he present a written 
license from the Bishop authorizing him to officiate in this Diocese. 

Second : That an official list should be issued, every three months, of persons 
prepared to take supply duty, to be attested by the Bishop and one Archdeacon. 

Third : That two of the Archdeacons should act in turn, for each quarter, 
as revisers of such list. 

Fourth : That this list should be furnished to any clergyman inquiring for 
it: That it be kept standing at the See House, and that clergy desiring occa- 
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sional duty should be requested to register their addresses there, with the 
understanding that, in answer to application by letter, telegram, or telephone, to 
the See House, the name of an available supply will be forwarded to the parish 
desiring such supply. 

By the adoption of such a plan it is believed that the good order and good 
repute of the Church will be effectually promoted.

In regard to the first of these reeommendations, it will not improbably be 
urged that it is not likely to be effective unless it take some more definite form. 
Pastoral Letters are often regarded as ‘‘ Counsels of Perfection,” of which the 
parish priest indicates his opinion by leaving them to slumber upon his desk. 
A diocesan canon would plainly be a more direct and efficient method of defin- 
ing the conditions upon which non-resident clergy could take duty in the Dio- 
cese ; but this is a matter which it is supposed to be the duty of the general 
canon law of the Church to regulate. And the competency of the Diocese to 
enact, for its own protection, some canon regulating this matter, is a question 
which, in connection with it, I should like to raise. 

The second recommendation of the committee,of the Churchmen’s Associa- 
tion indicates a plan which, with some slight modification of details, is entirely 
practicable. 

I commend the whole subject to your consideration, and trust that such con- 
sideration may eventuate, at the next diocesan convention, in full discussion, 
and some final action in regard to it. Believe me, Reverend and dear Brother,

May I invoke for this matter, dear brethren, your serious 
thought, and ask for such action as you may be minded to take in 
regard to it? 

Another matter calling, I think, for some action on the part of 
the Convention, is our constitutional provision for the time of its 
annual meeting. It is now so fixed as to be practically unchange- 
able; and this provision, our secretary, who knows everything, 
tells me was inserted in the constitution because, originally, the 
convening of the Convention, as to time as well as place, was left to 
the discretion of the Bishop. He exercised that discretion, it is 
said, as diocesan conventions did not happen to interest him, by 
not calling it at all. This was really a trifle arbitrary ; but why 
we, here, should be punished for the uncertain tempers of a prelate 
who presided here nearly a hundred years ago, I confess I cannot | 
see. I trust the Convention will enact that the Bishop, with the 
advice and consent of the Standing Committee, may, in this mat- 
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ter, exercise a discretion which this year would have been, and 
hereafter easily may be, of general convenience. 

It is not my custom, as you know, to discuss here any other 
legislation than our own. For this I have heretofore given my rea- 
sons, and I need not now repeat them. But I depart from that usage 
in a single connection, simply to correct misapprehension. As you 
are aware, a scheme for the disintegration of the Church in the 
United States into provinces has been repeatedly proposed, and, at 
the approaching General Convention, especially, is to be strenuously 
urged. As to the unwisdom of such action I expressed myself 
with great plainness, as some of you perhaps may remember, when, 
a few years ago, it was discussed in our own secular prints; and 
whatever other opinions may have been gratuitously imputed to 
me, I have seen no reason to change those which, on this subject, I 
have always held. On the contrary, there is much, I think, in our 
present situation to give emphasis to them. ‘The provincial system 
will only develop increasingly the provincial mind, which is the 
partial, fragmentary local judgment, whether of men or of things, 
whether of doctrine or of practice. We need no new influence to 
encourage that. .Enough exists already to stimulate and distend 
it. What we do need is not a falling apart into sectional fellow- 
ships, which will tend to foster a sectarian rather than a catholic 
temper, a selfish rather than a fraternal zeal, but the strengthen- 
ing and tightening of our present ties. It is in vain that we appeal 
to ancient usage, primitive tradition, Greek, Latin, or Anglican 
custom, in such a case as this. We are neither Greek, Latin, nor 
Anglican, but American; and as, in so many other ways, we have 
been constrained to original action—as witness the constitution, 
whether of the General Convention, of our own diocesan conven- 
tion or any other legislative body in our American Church, in 
order to meet an emergency in other ways than by simply regalva- 
nizing mechanisms appropriate, perhaps, to other ages and other 
lands, but not to ours—so we may wisely do here. ‘Two things 
American Churchmen will insist scrupulously upon guarding—the 
autonomy of the Diocese, and the limitations of its corporate re- 
sponsibilities. The Provincial System is admirably adapted to 
invade both. If we need some mechanism of an ad interim 
character between the Sessions of the General Convention, let it 
be a Standing Committee of, say, three bishops, three presbyters, 
and three laymen, to be elected triennially by the General Con- 
vention, to which shall be committed by that body such executive 
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powers as may need to be exercised when the General Convention 
is not in session. Beyond this, there exists no real want ; and mod- 
ern, and therefore contemptible, as such a provision will doubtless 
seem to a certain class of minds, it is, after all, the twentieth and 
not the tenth century in which we are living ; and it is in a Jand and 
among a people where men and things, whether titular dignitaries 
or other ecclesiastical gauds, are taken for what they are, rather 
than for what they call themselves. 

At our last Convention a resolution was adopted by this body, 
calling upon me to address the Mayor of this city in regard to the 
conduct of the police in the matter of a complaint made to them 
by two of our clergy. The letter sent to our local chief magistrate, 
in obedience to this mandate, will be found appended to this ad- 
dress ; and the subsequent history of the whole subject to which it 
referred is so generally familiar that I need not attempt to recall 
it here. A corrupt system, whose infamous details have since 
then been steadily uncovered to our increasing horror and humilia- 
tion, was brazenly ignored by those who were fattening on its 
spoils, and the world was presented with the astounding spectacle 
of a great municipality whose civic mechanisn was largely em- 
ployed in trading in the bodies and souls of the innocent and de- 
fenceless. What has been published in this connection is but the 
merest hint of what exists—and exists, most appalling of all, as 
the evidence has come to me under the seal of confidence in over- 
whelming volume and force to demonstrate—under a system of 
terrorism which compels its victims to recognize that to denounce 
it means the utter ruin, so far as all their worldly interests are 
concerned, of those who dare to do so. ‘This infamous organization 
for making merchandise of the corruption of girls and boys, and 
defenceless men and women, has adroitly sought to obscure a 
situation concerning which all honest people are entirely clear, 
by saying that vice cannot be wholly suppressed. Nobody has 
made upon the authorities of New York any such grotesque de- 
mand. All that our citizens have asked is that the government of 
the city shall not be employed to protect a trade in vice, which is 
carried on for the benefit of a political organization. The case is 
entirely clear. No Mephistophelian cunning can obscure it, and 
I thank God that there is abundant evidence that the end of sueh 
a condition of things is not far off. The police force of this city, 
only partially tainted, I rejoice to believe, has come to abhor the 
situation and their own slavery far more widely than is suspected ; 
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and the people—those who dwell in the homes and who make up 
the households which this infamy most of all invades—are not 
deceived by the attempts that are made to palliate or excuse it, but 
rather determined that it shall come to an end. Whether their 
cry and prayer for help shall be answered, will depend largely upon — 
the answer which we here, and those whom we represent, shall 
make to it. The classes that call themselves educated and refined, 
the possessors of wealth and influence, gentlewomen whose moral 
standards, high as they are, are no higher than those of their less 
privileged sisters, the clergy and their people, all alike, must bear a 
hand here, and arise and strive for God, and our city’s honor. We 
face a great crisis. May the Master whom we profess to serve 
enable us worthily to meet it! 

It is a matter of much regret to me that the date and place of 
the General Convention make it impossible for me to continue with 
you during the future sessions of this Convention. Our dear and 
honored brother, the rector of Trinity Parish, has kindly consented, 
however, to take my place. The whole Church will deplore his 
absence from San Francisco, but this whole Diocese will rejoice 
that that loss will have at least the compensation of our own gain. 

May God have you, dear brethren, in His holy keeping, and 
guide your deliberations to His honor and glory ! 


Diocesan Housst, LAFAYETTE PLACE, 
New York,

Sir: At No. 130 Stanton Street, in this city, there is a work, for the people 
resident in that neighborhood, of a missionary, educationa!, and social charac- 
ter for which for some years I have been directly and personally responsible. 
Its influence for good order and good morals, to describe it in no other way, has 
been considerable ; and has been recognized, I think I may venture to say, by 
those who know it, as of real and enduring value. It is not only a centre for 
the ministrations of religion, but also for training in various arts and handi- 
crafts, for a free library, gymnasium, cooking, sewing, and other schools, ete., 
etc., and as such, for those whose lives are often hard and narrow and whose 
pleasures and privileges are few, it has been recognized as an important factor 
in promoting the virtue and good order of the communities to which it ministers. 

In view of these facts it would seem that it has a valid claim upon the 
sympathy, codperation, and at least courteous consideration of those who 
officially represent our city government and the guardianship of decency and 
good morals. I urge here no other claim for it, and I beg to say that I am not 
now addressing you because there has been in that which I now desire to bring 
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to your notice a vulgar and brutal absence of these in connection with the treat- 
ment of one who happens to have been my own representative. The persona. 
element, so far as he is or [ am concerned, is of the very smallest consequence. 

But the thing that is of consequence, sir, is that when a minister of religion, 
and a resident in a particular neighborhood, whose calling, character, experience, 
and truthfulness are all alike widely and abundantly recognized, goes to the 
headquarters of the police in his district to appeal to them for the protection of 
the young, the innocent, and the defenceless against the leprous harpies who are 
hired as runners and touters for the lowest and most infamous dens of vice, he 
is met not only with contempt and derision, but with the coarsest insult and 
obloguy. 

You will say that these are strong words. I hold myself ready at any time. 
to submit the facts that substantiate them. The statement now in my posses- 
sion of two clergymen of the highest character contains the testimony of two 
men, given without exaggeration, with the most painstaking reserve, and with 
absolute truthfulness. In substance it is briefly this: that when one of them 
complained to a police captain of a condition of things in his immediate neigh- 
borhood, whose preéminent infamy is a matter of common notoriety, a condition 
of things easily verified by any intelligent citizen who passes through the streets 
in which it exists, he was told that he lied; and that when, disheartened by such 
an experience, he carried his complaint to a higher authority in the police force, 
he was met with insolent derision. 

I affirm that such virtual safeguarding of vice in the city of New York isa 
burning shame to any decent and civilized community, and an intolerable out- 
rage upon those whom it especially and preéminently concerns. I am not, I 
beg to say, unmindful of the fact that the existence of vice in a great city is, 
practically, an inevitable condition of the life of such a community. Iam not 
demanding that vice shall be ‘‘stamped out” by the police or any other civil 
authority. That is a task which would demand for its achievement a race of 
angels and not of men. But I approach you, sir, to protest with all my power 
against a condition of things in which vice is not only tolerated, but shielded 
and encouraged by those whose sworn duty it is to repress and discourage it, 
and in the name of unsullied youth and innocence, of young girls and 
their mothers who, though living under conditions often of privation and the 
hard struggle for a livelihood, have in them every instinct of virtue and purity 
that are the ornaments of any so-called gentlewoman in the land. I know those 
of whom I speak—their homes, their lives, their toil, and their aspirations. 
Their sensibility to insult or outrage is as keen as theirs who are in your house- 
hold or mine; and before God and in the face of the citizens of New York I pro- 
test, as my people have charged me to do, against the habitual insult, the per- 
sistent menace, the unutterably defiling contacts, to which day by day, because 
of the base complicity of the police of New York with the lowest forms of vice 
and crime, they are subjected. And, in the name of these little ones, these 
weak and defenceless ones, Christian and Hebrew alike, of many races and 
tongues, but of homes in which God is feared, and His law reverenced, and 
virtue and decency honored and exemplified, I call upon you, sir, to save these 
people who are in a very real way committed to your charge, from a living hell, 
leprous, deadly, damning, to which the criminal supineness of the constituted 
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autiorities, set for the defence of decency and good order, threatens to doom 
them. 

I have no methods to suggest, no individuals to single out for especial 
rebuke and chastisement. These are for you to determine and to deal with. 
The situation which confronts us in this metropolis of America is one of common 
and open notoriety and of such a nature as may well make us a byword and 
hissing among the nations of the world. For nowhere else on earth, I verily 
believe, certainly not in any civilized or Christian community, does there exist 
such a situation as defiles and dishonors New York to-day. Vice exists in many 
cities ; but there is at least some persistent repression of its external manifesta- 
tions, and the agents of the law are not, as here, widely believed to be battening 
upon the fruits of its most loathsome and unnamable forms. 

I come to you, sir, with this protest in accordance with the instructions 
lately laid upon me by the Convention of the Episcopal Church of the Diocese 
of New York. The events which provoked its action occurred some months ago. 
There has been no haste on my part, or on theirs in behalf of whom I speak, in 
reaching conclusions as to the situation to which I refer. Months have passed 
since the incidents occurred to which I have alluded in this communication. 
But, in all these months, the condition of things in whole neighborhoods has 
not improved, but rather grown worse. Vice not only flaunts in the most open 
and ribald forms, but hard-working fathers and mothers find it harder than 
ever, to-day, to defend their households from a rapacious licentiousness which 
stops at no outrage and spares no tenderest victim. Such a state of things cries 
to God for vengeance, and calls no less loudly to you and me for redress. 

This, sir, is my case. I leave it confidently in your hands. Confidently, I 
say, because I cannot believe that you will fail to recognize in it a great duty, a 
duty which you will set yourself to discharge, no matter how great the cost. I 
do not forget what has come to be too often expected in our day from these who 
hold office when those who are their partisan associates are involved in wrong- 
doing. But I cannot believe that, in such a case as this, you will hesitate as to 
your duty, no matter where the doing of it may compel you to strike. Great 
place such as yours demands great courage and great sacrifice. Great crises 
such as that which has now come in the history of our city, and I think I may 
be forgiven if I add, in your own career, demand great acts. I cannot believe 
that you will disdain an opportunity so unique as that which now confronts 
you for action worthy of your office, your citizenship, your manhood.

The new St. Andrew’s Church was opened for divine service first on Easter Day, April 7, 
1901. Its approximate cost is contained in the parish statistics. On June 13 it was conse- 
crated by the Bishop of the Diocese. Early in the morning of July 3 it was destroyed by 
fire, together with the old church, the organ, all the furniture, and nearly every historical 
treasure of the parish. The tower, with clock and bell, and the bare walls, alone are 
standing. The insurance having been adjusted, the parish are proceeding at once to the 
restoration of the church and the Sunday-school building, hoping to make them, if possible, 
better than before. ; 

On May 16, Ascension Day, the Senior Warden of the parish, Mr. Seth B. Howes, was 
called to rest at the ripe age of nearly 86 years. He had been Senior Warden since the 
founding of the parish in 1882, and his steady munificence has done much to maintain and 
to advance its life. The new church, excepting certain memorial windows, was his gift ° 
to God and the parish. And he has crowned his previous liberality by leaving in his will 
an ample sum for endowment.

This mission was organized in the early part of October, by the Archdeacon of West- 
ghester, Rev. F. B. Van Kleeck, D.D., and on October 14th the present incumbent assumed 
temporary charge. From the inception the work has been entirely self-supporting. The 
congregation meet in a large store directly opposite the railroad station. They have regular 
Sunday Services, fortnightly celebrations of the Holy Communion, a nice Sunday-school, 
and a School of Handicraft. Nearly $1,500 has been already paid in in cash donations, since 
January 1st, towards a fund for the erection of a stone church. The land for it has been 
given by Mr. Lawrence, owner of Lawrence Park there, and the plans of the church drawn 
and donated by Mr. Wm. S. Bates. The new building will be completed early in the 
autumn. Since the Mission was opened, the following special gifts have been received and 
are now in use: Hymn board, blackboard, altar linen, 100 prayer books and 100 hymnals, 
2 silver collection plates, set of Holy Communion silver and vessels, carved cross for altar, 
lectern Bible, altar hangings in violet and in white and in green, small organ, kneeling 
cushions, brass vases for flowers, brass altar book rest. The new work is centred among 
two large communities of littérateurs and artists, and bids fair to meet with every success.

The work at this mission is new—less than six months old—having been started as an 
Archdeaconry mission by the Lay Helpers’ Association, through Mr. Camp and the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew, with the present minister in charge, on demand of the people in 
the neighborhood of Bedford Park, on the first Sunday in Advent, 1900. A new barn was 
secured on rental, and the people themselves gave the money and did the actual manual 
labor as well to convert the building into a neat chapel, seating 90 persons, with an 
additional school-room in the second story. The entire outfitting of chapel and chancel has 
been through gifts from the congregation, even the full sets of altar hangings, etc., having 
been already made by the altar chapter. The Ladies’ Aid Society are furnishing material 
support and missionary zeal. Grace Church, Manhattan, has given prayer desk, kneeling 
cushions, carpet, library books, and fifty dollars for school-room and Young Men’s Club® 
In the organization of the mission, 202 calls were made by the priest in charge and a com- 
plete register of families drafted. There has been a total, in six months, of 2,159 actual 
attendances at services, and 124 Communions made.

The large amount expended ‘‘ For the Poor ’’ is due to the generosity of one generous 
Churchman outside of the parish. We can only afford to appropriate for that purpose, from 
the parish, the alms received at the 8 a.m. celebrations on Sundays, except Easter Day, 
and the alms received on Holy Days, except Christmas Day. The sums thus obtained 
amount to less than fifty dollars a year. It seems to me to be a fact of historical interest 
that the population of this section of the city is increasing enormously every year by the 
addition of many families of limited means, thus making St. Mary’s Church a most desir- 
able centre for mission work, which cannot be done, to any great extent, without assist- 
ance from outside of the parish. Some blocks in this older section of the Borough of the 
Bronx are densely populated by poor people, more of whom might be helped if St. Mary’s 
Church could have a curate or deaconess, or both. .

As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834 ; 
October 4, 1839 ; September 29, 1843 ; September 26, 1850 ; September 28, 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; and September 26, 1889. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each 
year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the 
time being ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the 
prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause 
occurring after the designation of the place of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, 
or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may 
appoint another place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; and shall do 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Commit- 
tee shall have power to call a Special Convention, 


ARTICLE III. 
The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
17 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation: and Clergymen employed 
as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Cler- 
gymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any Col- 
lege, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and Clergymen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in 
any incorporated Charitable Institution, may be members of the 
Convention. No Clergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat 
in the Convention, unless he has been canonically resident in this 
Diocese for the period of six months immediately preceding the 
meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon 3 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of his 
inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain 
in office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty 
shall be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their 
journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books and 
papers, relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may be 
in his possession. it shall also be his duty to give due notice to 
each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by Congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner afore- 
said, and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the 
two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall 
be valid and obligatory.

f CANON I.” 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this: 
Diocese, the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or Parishes, or 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or, in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi-- 
dence only; but no Clergyman while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a place on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal. 


CANON II. 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Src. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared. by the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon. 
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Sxo. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to 
a seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be 
determined according to the provision of the third Article of the 
Constitution by the Convention itself. 


Src. 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘‘ General Regulations of Ministers 
and their Duties,” all certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 


In case of a contested ght to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- 
ment shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of the 
Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


Src. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
man of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


SEC. 6. In case of a contested right toa seat in the Convention 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Sec. 7. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
Le appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law, 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(1II.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or Congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or Con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. — 


(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received. | 


Src. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 
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Sec. 9. A copy of the seventh and eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution 
to give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding Convention. 


Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Sec. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Seco. 12. If tie President ex officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall 
preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. 

Sec. 13. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats. 


Sec. 14. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by the 
Secretary. 

Sxo. 15. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen and 
Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the President, 
ex officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly organized. If 
he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary President shall direct 
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that the members proceed to vote for a President, as provided in 
Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, 
unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. 
The President, being elected, shall declare the Convention organized 
for business. 


Sec. 16. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 


Src. 17. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON III. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- 
vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church in this 
Diocese and Maintaining such Union. 


Src. 1. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
written application therefor to the Convention, together-with a copy 
of the Resolution of the Vestry or of the Congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
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tions of the Convention ; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the Congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
same; and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence, or of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly established. 

Every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
Congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or Congregation is a Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of New York; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Convention to prepare and furnish blanks for the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Parishes, which shall embody the above provision. 


Sec. 2. (I1.) No application for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
tYansmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least forty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver to 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), all applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
be by such Committee examined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention. 

18 
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Sec. 3. Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make a Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
ing the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish Min- 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just ; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such 
admission. 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the See- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Sc. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the Generdl 
Convention, a certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a list — 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General Theological 
Seminary, together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
nary ; and also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies. 


Sc. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the thir 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund, 
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Src. 5.—Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
ot the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


CANON VI. 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Seo. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


Src. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 


Suc. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Sec. 1. Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure. 


Src. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors 3 
the name of each adult baptized ; the name of each person con- 
firmed ; the names of the parties married, with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each 
person buried ; and also the time when each rite was performed. 
These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church ; 
which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved by 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
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nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall also keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. 


Src. 3. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause to 
be delivered, on or before the first day of every annual Convention, 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop, to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the number of Baptisms, 
Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals ; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same. 


Sec. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


Src. 5. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register, provided 
for by this Canon, shall immediately become the property of the 
Diocese, and the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan 
Convention shall cause the said Register to be deposited with the 
Bishop, to be under his care for the legitimate purposes thereof. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon * thereof, 
to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church 
in this Diocese, and a list of the Clergy, to be presented to the 
General Convention. 


CANON IX. 
Concerning Elections. 

Src. 1. Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, 
may be dispensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. 
And when an election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each 
order shall be necessary to a valid election. 


* Canon XX., Sec. 5, Title I. 
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Src. 2. The mode of conducting the nominations and elections 
of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Provisional Deputies 
to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Council, 
shall be as follows : 

Any member of the Convention may send to the Secretary, in 
writing, on or before the first day of the meeting thereof, nomina- 
tions, signed by himself, for the Standing Committee, for Clerical 
and Lay Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, and for members of the Federate Council. All names so 
sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary, at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot, on 
which the names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After 
each list of nominations as many blank spaces shall be left as there 
are vacancies to be filled. These blanks may be filled by any voter. 
The voter shall mark an X at the right of the name of each person 
for whom he votes. On the first ballot these ballots only shall be 
used, and also in all subsequent ballots, except when otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. No ballot shall be counted on which 
more names are marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and 
the number of vacancies to be filled shall be printed on each ballot. 


The Secretary shall provide a board, to be hung up in a con- 
spicuous place, near the entrance to the Convention, on which 
shall be posted the nominations so received, and also the names of 
the present members of the Standing Committee, Deputies and 
Provisional Deputies to General Convention, and Deputies to the 
Federate Council; and these names shall also be printed on the 
back of the ballot provided by the Secretary. 


CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention, 

Sec. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Deputies 
and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations until 
successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for any General Convention which may be held during 
their continuance in office. 
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Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall 
be supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such 
vacancy shall occur. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten-: 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall 
designate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of 
the Diocese. And the Bishop shall in hke manner designate from 
thesame list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated by 
the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. | 

Src. 4, In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 


CANON XI. 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council. 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
_ Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. 


CANON XII. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


Src. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies in said Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be suppled by the concurrent vote of the Clerical 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 
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Src. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
or disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone ; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


Sc. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secretary. 


Sec. 4. Should a stated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes, and Clergymen without Cure. 


Src. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant by the resignation 
or decease of the incumbent, or otherwise, due notice of the same 
shall be given by the Clerk of the Vestry or Trustees to the Ordi- 
nary, who, with the concurrence of the authorities of the Parish, 
shall take such measures as he may deem expedient for the tem- 
porary maintenance of religious services in such Parish. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vestry or Trustees of such 
yacant Parish to provide for the compensation of the Minister ap- 
pointed under the preceding section. 


Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the authorities of such vacant 
Parish to consult with the Bishop of the Diocese before proceeding 
to fill the vacancy. 


Seo. 4. Any Clergyman without cure resident in, or visiting, 
this Diocese and desiring to take temporary or occasional service 
therein shall signify to the Bishop his wish to officiate in this 
Diocese. A list of such Clergymen as shall be licensed by the 
Bishop for such duty shall be kept at the Diocesan House. And 
no Rector or Parish shall employ the services of any Clergyman 
without cure for more than one day, unless he shall have the 
written license of the Bishop. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


Ssc. 1. In places where the Church is already established, no new 
Parish shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or 
new Congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing 
Church, Chapel, or Congregation be changed without the written 
consent of the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of 
the Standing Committee. But such action of the Standing Com- 
mittee shall not be taken until previous notice has been given, and 
due proof thereof furnished the Committee, by the parties moving 
therefor, to the Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or Con- 
gregations whose places of public worship shall be nearest to the 
site proposed for the new place of worship, nor until at least one 
month has been allowed such Rectors and Vestries to present any 
objections they may have. 

Sec. 2. In places where the Church is not established, the 
written consent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with 
the advice and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be suf- 
ficient for the formation of a new Parish. 

Sec. 3. ‘* Tentative missionary work, authorized by the Bishop 
and the Executive Committee of the Archdeaconry in which such 
work is situated, may be prosecuted temporarily at such point or 
points as may be from time to time designated by them, after con- 
sultation with the Rectors of the three nearest Parishes; but such 
work shall not be continued more than one year, nor shall any 
building for such work be erected, unless the consent of the Bishop 
and Standing Committee shall have been obtained in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding sections of this Canon.” 


CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Sec. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the corporation entitled 
‘‘The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
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corporation shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 
all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention. 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the case of a vacant par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contribution shal] have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Szc. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. 


Src. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. And all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. 


CANON XVI. 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Src. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual 
meeting, such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Cler- 
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gyman as shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to 
provide for necessary expenses. 


Szc. 2. It shall-be the duty of the Treasurer of the Conven- 
tion to retain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Clergy- 
man in the Diocese. ‘The moneys thus retained shall be paid by 
him to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting 
of the same. 


' Suc. 3. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to 
every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 


CANON XVII. 
Of Contributions for Church Objects. 


Src. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other- 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the sup- 
port of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and 
abroad, the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and 
those other religious and charitable objects which have been com- 
mended to the care of the Church by the General Convention, or 
by the Convention of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Clergyman in charge to give due notice to the congregation of the 
time and purpose of such offerings, and also to call their attention 
to the importance and claims of the respective objects to which the 
offerings are to be applied. ; 


Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be 
raised under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy 
Orders, is hereby committed to the imcorporated society styled 
‘The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York,” which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid into its treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the 
Treasurer of the Convention from any source. 


Src. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the 
New York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned 
among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so 
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that each congregation in the City of New York shall make 
annual contributions to one of these societies. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Soctety. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be 
considered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 

(II.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Sec, 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named, respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. | 


8. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


5. The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
~ Duchess. 


(1I.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish and Mission Station, elected in such manner as the By- 
laws of the Archdeaconry may direct, provided that such Lay Dele- 
gates from Mission Stations shall not have the right to vote upon 
any question involving the appropriation or apportionment of 
moneys. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] to search 
out the religious needs of its own district, and to conduct and 
provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
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full management of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and condition of communities and the results 
of Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Arch- 
deaconry at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 
successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have di- 
rection of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [3] to make 
full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry; and [4] 
in the absence of:the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 


(IV.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 
annually its Secretary and Treasurer, and make before the Annual 
Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Src. 4. (I.) There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries 
and Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans 
for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater 
Missionary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items : 


a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 
b. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


c. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions, 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 
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(III.) Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 


CANON XIX. 
Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


Src. 1. Five lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


Sc. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trus- 
tees. 


Seco. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds : 


1st. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter 
be contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from 
the investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, 
together with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. 


Ssc. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to re- 
ceive applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled 
to receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to 
apply such relief or assistance as follows : 


1st. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


* ««(q) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
' proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shall 
from time to time adopt. 


2d. As to the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, 
to apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886 in relation to said fund, and subject also to such 
further rules and regulations as said Trustees, with the approbation 
of this Convention, shall from time to time adopt. 


Src. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congre- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on 
Christmas Day, or on the Sunday next before or next following 
either of those days. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the said 


and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

«“. . . (b) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

‘‘ With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the Trustees. 
. . . In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

**1, That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

«2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
infirm to continue his ministry; and should therefore be confined, in the case 
of parish clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. 

‘**3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in af- 
fluent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives are 
unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own household. 

‘“4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given 
ceteris paribus to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese in 
ministerial duty.” 
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funds, be divided equally between them. The annual collection, 
herein provided for, shall, in the absence of special designation of 
any portion thereof by the donors, be applied by said Trustees to 
the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen. The Treas- 
urer shall keep a separate account of each of the said funds, and all 
moneys not wanted for current use shall be invested and held in 
trust by the said Trustees. 

Src. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, Treas- 
urer, and Secretary. 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for. 


CANON XX. 
Of the Trial oj a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ‘‘ liable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 


Src. 1. The trial shall be ona presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Clergyman accordingly. 


Src. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 
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tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seatsin the Convention and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shall not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power ta 
adjourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always: 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Sec. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first. 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting 
on the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number will attend within a reasonable time, then those: 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the 
Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall de- 
cide all questions. 


SEc. 5. Ifa Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the. 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop. 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them 
before the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before men- 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 


Src. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for 
his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, 
unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


SEc. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to: 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
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authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. 
If, on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of 
the charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be 
pronounced, 


Src. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any mate- 
rial witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may 
appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. 
Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least siz days’ 
notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if the 
_ person on whom the notice shall be served shaJl reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the said 
distance. And both parties may attend and examine the witness, 
and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Commissary, 
and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, and 
shall be received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 


Src. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare, in a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which in their opinion should be pronounced ; and a copy of such 
decision shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused, 
and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall be de- 
livered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sen- 
tence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same 
shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his 
opinion be most convenient, in some church to be designated by 
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him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall 
be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned. 


Src. 10. Allnotices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person, A written notice or . 
paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI. 


Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein ; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the mémbers 
present) shall lie over for consideration until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 


eA Oi SON AOlng Dane 


I, Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shall 
be as follows : 

1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy 
entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 10. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business 
_ which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint three Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 

(1) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(3) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, four Clergymen and four Laymen. 

7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies to the Federate Council, 
and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention. 

8. The Receiving and Referring of Reports, as follows : 

(1) Report of the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Churches, and the Admission of Parishes into Union with the 
Convention. 

(2) Report of the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocese. 

(3) Report of thejTrustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, 
and appointment of Trustees. 

(4) Report of the New York City Mission Society. 

(5) Report of the Church Missionary Society for Seamen in the City and 
Port of New York. 
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(6) Report of St. Stephen’s College. 

(7) Report of Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. 

(8) Report of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, and election of trae 
tees.

I{I, On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 

1. Reading and approval of the Minutes. |

4. Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 


5, Miscellaneous business. 

IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached, or shall be pending, on the preceding day, and 
in the order for that day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous 
business. 

V. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such case, imme- 
diately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pro_ 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 
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VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belonz- 
‘ing in this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 P.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 7} to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
‘to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
‘the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If, on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
-of filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. — 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or to amend it; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration chall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
Minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII, No member may speak more than twice cn the same question with. 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a. 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to: 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the Minutes. 


XXI. A question, being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same: 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without. 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first. 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. j 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless: 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be- 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the Minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any, 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied. 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such. 
appeal, no member shall speak more than orce without leave of the Con- 
vention. 

XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of: order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pre- — 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer. 
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
